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FT I\HE Beginning of Nations, thoſe ex- 
cepted of whom Sacred Books have 
ſpokg, is to this day: nnknown. 
Nor only the Beginning,” but the 

Deeds alſo of many ſucceeding Ages, yea, 

periods of Ages, either wholly unknown, or 

obſcurd and blemiſht with Fables. Whether 
it were that the uſe of Letters came in long 
after, or were it the violence of Barbarons 

A 3 Ihundations, 
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Inundations, or they themſelves at certain 
Revolutions of Time, fatally decaying, and : 
degenerating into Sloth: and Ignorance ; 
whereby the Monuments of more ancient Ci- 
vility have bin ſom deſtroy'd, ſom loſt.” Per- 
haps diſ-eſteem and contempt of' the'Pnblic 
Affairs then preſent,, as not worth record- 
ing, might partly be in cauſe. Certainly oft- 
times we ſte that wiſe'Men, and of beſt Abi- 
-litie have forborn to Write the Acts of thir 
own Dates, while they beheld with a juſt 
loathing 224. diſdain, not only how Unwor- 
thy, how Pervers, how Corrupt, but often 
how Ignoblg,” how. Petty, how below all Hi- 
| ſtory the Perſons and thir Actions were; who 
either by Fortune, or ſom rude EleQion had 
attain'd as a ſore Judgment, and Ignominie 
upon the Land, to have Chief Sway in,mana- 
ging, the Common-wealth, But that any. Law, 
or Superſtition of our Old Philoſophers the 
Druids, forbad the Britazs-to write the Me- 
morable Deeds, I know not, why any out of 
Caſ.1.6, Ceſar ſhould alledge : He indeed faith, that 
thir Dod@rine they thought not lawful to 
commit to Letters; hut-in moſt matters elſe, 
both Privat, and Public, among which. well 
may Hiſtory be reckon'd, they ugd the Greek 
"Tongue : And that the Briti/h Druids, who 
taught thoſe in Gaule woptd be ignorant af 
any Language known and us'd by thir Diſct- 
ples, or- ſo frequently writing other things, 
and fo inquilitive into higheſt, would for 
. want ef Recording be ever Children 'in the 
Knowledge of Ties and Ages, is not con 
4% ' = a 
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Whatever might be the reaſon, this we find, 
that of Britiſh Affairs, from the firſt peopling 
of the lland to the coming of Fulius Ceſar, 
nothing certain, either by Tradition, Hiſtory, 
or Ancient Fame hath hitherto been left us, 
That which we have of oldeſt ſeeming, hath 
by the greater part of judicious Antiquaries - 
bin long rejeaed for a Modern Fable. 
Nevertheleſs there being others beſides the 
firſt ſuppos'd Aurhor, Men not unread, nor 
unlearned in Antiquitie, who admit that for 


* approved Story, which the former explode - 


for Fiction; and ſeeing that oft-times Rela- 
tions heretofore accounted Fabulous, have 
bin after found to contain in them many foot- 
ſteps, and reliques of ſomething true, as what 
we read in Poets of the Flood, and Giants 
little beleev'd, till undoubted witneſſes taught 
vs, that all was not fain'd; I have therefore 
determin'd to beſtow the telling over ev\n of 
theſe reputed Tales; be it for nothing elſe 
but in favour of our Engliſh Poets, and Rhe- 
toricians, who by their Art will know, how 


to uſe them judicioully, 


I might alſo produce Example, as Diodorus 
among the Greeks, Livie and others of the La- 
tines, Polydore and Yirunnias accounted among 
our own Writers. But I intend not with 
Controverſies and Quotations to delay or in- 
terrupt the ſmooth courſe of Hiſtory ; much 
leſs to argue and debate long who were the 
firſt Inhabitants, with what Probabilities, 
what Authorities each Opinion hath' bin up- 
held, but ſhall endeavour that which hitherto 
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harki been needed moſt, with'plain, and light- 
ſo brevity, to relate well and orderly things 
worth the Noting, fo as may beſt inftrn& and 
betiefit them. that read. Which imploring 
Dlvine Aſſiſtance, that it may redound to his 
Glory, and the good of the Briti/h Nation, I 
now begin. ' | 
"That the whole Earth was Inhabited before 
the Flood, atid to the utmoſt poiht of habita- 
ble Ground, from thoſe effe&ual words of 
God in the Creation, may be more than con- 
jetur'd. Hence that this Iland alſo had her 
Dwellers, her Affairs, and perahps her Sto- 
ties, ev'n in that Old World thoſe many 
hundred fg with much reaſon we may in- 
ferr. er the Flood, and the diſperſing of 
Nations, as they journey*d leaſurely from the 
= Gomer = eldeſt _ of Fapbet, and = 
Off-ſpring, as by Authorities, Arguments, an 
Anke Sf divers Names is generally be- 
leev'd, were the firſt that peopPd all theſe 
Weſt and Northern Climes. But they of our 
own Writers, who thought they had don no- 
thing, unleſs with all circumſtance they tell 
vs when, and who firſt ſet foot upon this 
Hand, preſume to name out of fabulous and 
counterfeit Authors a certain Samotbes or Dis, 
a fourth or ſixth Son of Japher, whom they 
make about 200 years after the Flood, to have 
planted with Colonies ; firſt the Continent 
of Celtica, or Gaule, and next this land ; 
Thence ro have nam'd it Samotbea, to have 
Reign'd heer, and after him- Lineally four 
Kings, Magus, Saron, Druis, and Bardus. _ 
| Ing 
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the forg?d Beroſus whom only they have to 
cite, no where mentions that either hee, or 
any of thoſe whom they bring, did ever paſs 
into Britan, or ſend thir people hither. So 
that this Out-landiſh figment may eaſily excuſe 
our not allowing it the room heer ſo much as 
of a Britiſh Fable. 

That which follows, perhaps as wide from 
truth, though ſeeming leſs impertinent, is, 
that theſe Samotheans under the Reign of Bay- 
dus were ſubdu'd by Albian a Gianit, Son of Ne- 
ptune : who calld the land after his own name, 
and ruPd it 44 years. Till at length paſſing 
over into Gaz, in aid of his Brother Leſtrygon 
againſt whom Hercules was haſting out of 
Spain into Italy, he was there {lain in fight, 
and Ber gion alſo his Brother. 

Sure anough we are, that Britan hath bin 
anciently term'd Alb:on, both. by the Greeks 
and Romans, And Mela the Geographer 
makes mention of a ſtonie ſhoar in uedoc, 
where by report ſuch a Battel was fought. 
The reſt, as his giving name to thelle, or ever 
landing heer, depends altogether upon late 
ſurmiſes, But too abſurd, and too unconſci- 


onably groſs is that fond invention that waft- 


ed hither the fifty Daughters of a ſtrange D5o- 
clefian King of Syria; brought in doubtleſs by 
ſome illiterate pretender to ſomthing miſtak®n 
in the common Poetical Story of Danaus King 
of Argos, while his vanity, not pleas'd with 
the obſcure beginning which trueſt Antiquity 
affords the Nation, labour'd to contrive us a 


Pedigree, as he thought, more noble. Theſe , 


' Davghters 
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Daughters by appointment of Danaus on the 
Mariage-night having murder*d all thir Hus- 
bands, except *Linceus, whom'his Wives loi- 
alty av'd; were by him at the fuit'of his Wife 
thir Siſter, not put to death, but turnd out to 
Sea in a ſhip unmanm*d; of which whole Sex 
they had incurr'd the hate : and as the Tale 
foes, were driv'n on this land, Where the 
Inhabitants, none but Devils, as ſome write, 
or as' others, a lawleſs crew left here by .41- 


* bion without Head or Governour, both enter- 


Kolinſhed, 


tain'd them, and had iſſue by them a ſecond 
breed of Giants, who tyranniz'd the Ie, till 
Brutus Came. | | 

The Eldeſt of thoſe Dames in thir Legend 
they call' Mbina; and from thence, for which 
cauſe the whole Scene was fram*d, will have 
the ſame. Albion deriv'd. Incredible. it may 
ſeem,ſo fluggiih a conceit ſhould prove ſo anci- 
ent, as to be authoriz'd by the Elder Ninnzus, 
reputed to have liv'd above a thouſand years 
agoe. This I find not in him; but that #:- 
ſtion ſprung of Faphet, had four Sons 3 Fran- 
cus, Romanas, Alemannus, and Britto, of whom 
the Britans ;, as true, I beleeve, as that thoſe 
other Nations whoſe names are reſembPd, 
came of the other three; if theſe Dreams give 
not juſt occaſion to call in doubt the Book it 
ſelf, which bears that title. A 

Hithertq the things themſelves have giv'n 
us a warrantable diſpatch to run them foon 
over. But now of Brutus and his Line, with 
the whole Progeny of Kings, to the entrance 


* of Julius Ceſar, we cannot To eaſily be diſ-

charg*d ; Deſcents of Anceſtry, long continu'd 
Laws and Exploits not plainly ſeeming to be 
borrow'd, 'or devis'd, which on the.common 
belief have wrought no ſmall impreſſion : de- 
fended by many, deny'd utterly by few. For 
what thongh Brutus, and the whole Trojan pre- 
tence were yeelded up, ſeeing they who firſt 
devis'd to bring us from ſome noble Anceſtor 
were content at firſt with Brutus the Conſul ; 
till better invention, although not willing to 
forgoe the name, taught them to remove it 
higher into a more fabulous Age, and by the 
ſame remove lighting on the Trojan Tales,' in 
affetation to make the £Zritan of one Original 
with the Roman, . pitch*d there, - yet thoſe old 
and inborn names of ſucceſſive Kings, never 
any to have bin real perſons, or don in thir 
lives at leaſt ſome part of what ſo long hath 
bin rememberd, cannot be thought without 
too ſtrict an incredulity, 

For theſe, and thoſe cauſes above mention?\], 
that which hath receav'd approbation from 
ſo many, I have chogn not to omitt. Certain 
or uncertain, be that upon the credit of thoſe 
whom I muſt follow; ſo far as keeps alooff 
from impoſlible and abſurd, attefted by an- 
cient Writers from Books more ancient I re- 
fuſe not, as the due and proper ſubject of Sto- 
ry. The principal Author is well know'n to 
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be Geoffery of Monmouth ; what he was, and Henry of 
whence his Authority, who in his Age, or be- #«ne- 
fore him have deliver'd the ſame matter, and J”",,.,, 
ſuch like general Diſcourſes, will better ſtand of w,f- 
in a Treatiſe by themſelves. All of them agree minftcr, 


in 
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in this, that Brutus was the Son ol Sins; he 
of Aſcanius ; whoſe Father was e/Eneas 1 Tro- 
jan Prince, who at the burning of that City, 
with: his Son Aſcanius, and a colleted num- 
ber that eſcap'd, after long wandring on the 
Sea, arriv'd in Italy. Where at length, by the 
aſſiſtance of Zatinus King of Latium, who had 


' giv'n him bis Daughter Lavinea, he obtain'd to 


fucceed in that Kingdom, and left it to 4ſca- 
mus, whoſe Son Silvins (though Roman Hiſto- 
ries deny Silvius to be Son of Aſcanius) had 
married ſecretly a Neece of Lavinia. 

She being with Child, the matter became 
known to Aſcanius. » Who commanding his 
HMagicians to enquire by Art, what ſex the Maid 
bad concei2?d, had anſwer, that it was one who 

be the death of both his Parents ; and ba- 
niſt/d for the fat#, ſhould after all in a farr Coun- 
try attain to higheſt honour. The prediction 
faiPd not, for in travel the Mother did, And 
Brutus (the Child was fo call'd) at fifteen years 
of Age, attending his' Father to the Chace, 
with an Arrow unfortunately kill'd him. 

Baniſfh*d therefore by his Kindred, he retires 
into Greece, Where meeting with the Race 
of Helenus King Priam's Son,held there in Ser- 
vile condition by Pandraſiues then King, with - 
them he abides. For Pirrbus in revenge of his 
Father ſlain at Troy had brought thither with 
him ZHeclenus, and many others into ſervi- 
tude, There Brutus among his own Stock ſo 
thrives in Vertue and in Arms, as renders him 


| belov'd to Kings, and great Captains, above 


all the Youth of that Land, Wherby the

Trojans not only begin to hope, but ſecretly to 
move him, that he would lead them the way 
to liberty. They allege their numbers, and 
the promis'd help of A//aracus a Noble Greek- 
iſh Youth,by the Mothers fide a Trojan ; whom 
for that cauſe his Brother went about to diſ- 
ſſeſs of certain Caſtles bequeath'd him by 
is-Father. Brutus conſidering both the For- 
ces offer'd him, and the ſtrength of thoſe 
Holds, not unwillingly conſents. 

Firſt therefore having fortifi'd thoſe Ca- 
ſtles, he with Afaracus and the whole mul- 
titude betake them to the Woods and Hills ; 
as the ſafeſt place from whence to expoſtu- 
late ; and in the name of all ſends to Paxdra- 
ſus this Meſſage ; That the Trojans bolding it 
unworthy thir Anceſtors to ſerve in a Foren King- 
dom, bad retreated to the Woods ; chooſing 1a- 
ther a Savage life than a [laviſh : If that diſ- 
plearfd bim, that then with bis leave they might 
depart to ſome other Soil. 

As this may paſs with good allowance, that 
the Trojans might be many-in theſe parts, for 
Helenus was by Pirrbus made King of the Cha- 
onians, and the Sons of Pirrbus by Androma- 
che Hefor's Wife could not but be powerful 
through all Epirus, ſo much the more it may 
be doubted, how theſe Trojans could be thus 
in bondage, where they had Friends and Coun- 
try-men ſo potent. But to examin theſe things 
with diligence, were but to confute the Fables. 
of Britan with the Fables of Greece or [taly ; 
for of this Age, what we haveto ſay, as well 


concerning moſt other Countries, as this land, 
1S 
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Pandraſus not expeQing ſo bold a Meſſage 
from the Sons of Captives, gathers an Army, 
And marching toward ' the Woods, Brutus 
who had notice of his approach nigh to a 
Town calPd Sparatinum, ( 1 know not what 
Town, but certain of no Greek name ) over 
night planting himſelf there with good part 
of his men, ſuddenly ſets upon him, and with 
ſlaughter of the Greeks, purſues him to, the paſ- 
ſage of a River, which mine Author names 
Akalon, meaning perhaps Achelous, or Ache- 
ron - where at the Ford he overlates them a- 
freſh. This victory obtain'd, and a ſufficient 
ſtrength left in Sparatinum, Brutus with Anti- 
gonus, the King's Brother and his Friend -414- 
cletus, whom he had takn in the fight, returns 
to the reſidue of his Friends in the. thick 
Woods. While Pandraſus with all ſpeed re- 
colleCQting, beſieges the Town. Brutus to re- 
lieve his men þeſieg?d, 'who earneſtly calPd 
him, diſtruſting the ſufficiency of his Force, 
bethinks himſelf of this Policy. Calls to him 
Anacletus, and threatning inſtant death elſe, 
both to him and his Friend Antigonus, enjoyns 
him, that he ſhould go at the ſecond hour of 
night to the Greekiſh Leagre, and tell the 
Guards he had brought Antigonus by ſtealth 
out of Priſon to a certain woody Vale ; un- 
able through the waight of his Fetters to 
move furder : entreating them to come ſpee- 
dily and fetch him in. Anacletus, to fave both 
himſelf and his Friend Antigonus, ſwears this 
and at fit hour ſetts on alone toward the

Camp: is mett, examin'd, and at laſt unque- 
ſtionably known, To whom, great profeſſion 
of fidelity firſt made, he frames his Tale, as 
had bin taught him : and they now fully a- 
ſur?d, with a credulous: raſhneſs leaving thir 
Stations, far'd accordingly by. the Ambuſh 
that there awaited them. ' Forthwith Brutus 
dividing his men into three parts, leads. on in 
filence to the Camp ; commanding firſt each 
part at a ſeveral place to enter, and forbear 
Execution, till he with his Squadron poileſs'd 
of the King's Tent, gave Signal to them by 
Trumpet. The ſound whereof no ſooner 
heard, but huge havock begins upon the 
ſleeping, and unguarded Enemy ; whom the 
beſeiged alſo now fallying forth, on the other 
fide aſſaile. Brutus the while had ſpecial care 
to ſeiſe and ſecure the Kings Perſon ; whoſe 
Life ſtill within his Cuſtody, he knew was the 
ſureſt pledge to obtain what he ſhould de- 
mand, Day appearing, he enters the Town, 
there diſtributes the Kings Treaſury, and leav- 
ing the place better fortify*d, returns with 
the King his Priſner to the Woods. Strait the 
ancient and grave Men he ſummons to Coun- 
ſell, what they ſhould now demand of the 
King. . 
After long debate Mempricins, one of the 
graveſt, utterly diſſuading them from thought 
of longer ſtay in Greece, unleſs they meant to 
be deluded with a ſuttle peace, and the await- 
ed revenge of thoſe whoſe friends they had 
ſain, adviſes them to demand firſt: the Kings

This reſolution pleaſing beſt the King now 
brought in, and plac'd in a high Seat, is breifly 
told, that on theſe conditions granted, he 
migh Sh be free, not granted, he muſt prepare 
- | 


Preſt with fear of death the King readily 
yeelds : eſpecially to beſtow his Daughter on 
whom he confeſs?d ſo Noble and ſo Valiant : 
offers them alſo the Third part of his King- 
dom, if they like to ſtay; if not, to be thir Ho- 
ſtage himſelf, till he had made goad his word. 

The Mariage therefore ſolemniz?d, and ſhip- 
ping from all parts got together, the Trojans 
in a Fleet, no leſs writCn then three hundred 
four and twenty Sail, betake them to the wide 
Sea; where with a proſperous courſe two 
daies and a night bring them on a certain Iland 
long before diſpeopPd and left waſt by Sea- 
Roavers ; the name whereof was then LZeoge- 
cia, now unknown. They who were ſent out 
to diſcover, came at length to a ruin'd City ; 
where was a Temple and image of Diaus that 
gave Orades : but not meeting firſt or laſt 
ſave wild Beaſts, they return with this notice 
to thir Ships : Wiſhing thir General would

Theſe Verſes Originally Greek, were put 
in Latin, faith Yiruwmius, by Gildas a Britiſh 
Poer, and him to have livd under Claudius. 
Which granted true, adds much tothe Anti- 
quitie of this Fable ; and - indeed the Latin 
Verſes are much better, than for the Age of 
Geoffrey ap-Arthur, unleſs perhaps Fuſepb of 
Exeter, the only ſmooth Poet of thoie times, 
befriended him; in this Diana averſhot her 
Oracle this ending, Ip/ss totius terre ſubditus 
prbis crit, That to the race of Brute Kings of 


- 
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this Lland, the whole Earth ſhall be ſabje&. 
But Brutus guided now, as he thought, by 
Divine ConduQ, ſpeeds him towards the 
Welt ; and after ſom encounterson the Afric 
fide , arrives at a place on the Tyrrben Sea ; 
where he happ'ns to find the Race of thoſe 
Trojans, who with Antenor came into Italy ; 
and Cormeus a man much fan*d, was thir 
Chief : though by ſurer Authors it be report- 
ed._that thoſe Trojans with Antenor,were ſcat- 
ed on the other ſide of [talie, on the Adriatic, 
not the Tyryben ſhoar. But theſe joyning Com- 
pany, and paſt the Herculean Pillars, at the 
mouth of Ligeris in Aquitania caſt Anchor, 
Where after ſom diſcovery made of the place, 
Corineus Hunting nigh the ſhoar with his Men, 
is by Meſſengers of the King Goffarius Prius 
mett, and queſtion'd about his Errand there. 
Who not anſwering to thir mind, Imbertus, 


one of them, lets fly an Arrow at Corineus,. 


which he avoiding, ſlates him :-and the P:&a- 
vian himſelf heerupon levying hiswholeForce, 
Isoverthrown by Brutus, and Corineus ; who 
with the Battel Ay which he was wont to ma- 
nage againſt the Tyrrben Giants 1s ſaid to have 


done marvells. But Goffarius having drawn 


to his Aid the whole Country of Gaul, at that 
time governd by Twely Kings, puts his For- 
tune to a ſecond Trial, wherin the Trojans 
over-born by multitude, aredriv*n back, and 
befeig'd in thir own Camp, which by good 
forctight was ſtrongly ſituate.  Whence Bru- 


ts unexpectedly 4tſning out, and-Corimeus:in 
the mean while, whoſe device it was, aflanlr-

ing them behind from a Wood, where he had 
convay'd his men the night: before, 'the' Ty0- 
jans are again Vidors, but with the loſs of Tic- 
ron a Valiant Nefew of Brutus ; whoſe Aſhes 
left in that place, gave name to the City of 
Tours, built there by the Trojans. Brutus find- 
ing now his powers muchleſsn?d, and this yet 
not the place forctold him, leaves Aquitain, 
and with an eaſie courſe,arriving at Totneſsin 
Dew nſhire, quickly perceivs heer to be the 
promisd end of his labours, | 

The lland not yet Britan but Mbion, was 
in a manner deſert and inhoſpitable ; kept 
only by a remnant of Giants; whoſe exceſſive 
Force and Tyrannie had conſum'd the reſt. 
Them Brutus deſtroies, and to his people di- 
vides the Land, which with ſom reference to 
his own name he thenceforth calls Britan, To 
Corineus.Cornwal,as now we call it,fell by Lot; 
the rather by him lit; for that the hugeſt 
Giants, in Rocks and Caves were ſaid to lurk 
ſtill there 3 which Kind of Monſters to deal 
with was his old exerciſe, | | 

And heer, with leave beſpok'n to recite a 
grand Fable, though dignify'd by our beſt 
Poets; While Brutus ona certain Feſtival day 


folemnly kept on that ſhoar, where he firit 


landed, was with the People i great jollity 
and mirth; a crew of theſe Savages breaking 
in upon them, . began on the ſudden another 
fort of Game than at ſuch a meeting was cx- 
pected, Burt at length by many hands over- 
come, Goemagog the hugeſt, in hight twelv 
Cabirs; is reſerv'd alive ; that with him Cori-

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neus,who deiird nothing more, might try his 
ſtrength ; whom'in a Wreſtle the Giant catch- 
ingaloft, with aterrible hugg broke three of 
his Ribs : Nevertheleſs Corimeus enragd, heay- 
ing him up by main force, and-on his Shoul- 
ders bearing him to the next high Rock, threw 
him Meadlong all ſhatter'd into the Sea, and 
left his name on the Cliff, call'd ever fince 
Langoemagog, which is to ſay, the Giants leap. 
- After this, Brutus in a choſen place builds 
-Troia nova, chang?d in time to Trinovantum, 
now London ; and began to enact Laws ; Hel 
beeing then high Prieſt in Fudea: and having 
govern'd the whole Ile 24 Years, dy*'d, and 
was buried in his new Troy. His three Sons 
Locrine, Albana@, and Camber divide the Land 
by conſent. LZocyine had the middle part Loe- 
gria;, Camber poſſefs'dCambria or Wales ; Al- 
banat# Albania, now Scotlaud., But he in the 
end by Humber King of the Hunns, who with 
a Fleet invaded that Land, was ſlain in fight, 
and his People driv*n back into Loegria. Lo- 
crine and his Brother goe out againſt Humber ; 
who now marchingoutward, was by them de- 
feated, and in a River drown'd, which to this 
day retains his name. Among the ſpoils of his 
Camp and Navy, were found certain young 
Maids, and Eſiri}dis, above the reſt, paſling 
fairz the Daughter of a King in Germany 3 
from whence Humber, as he went waſting the 
Sca-Coaſt, had led her Captive : whom £- 
crine, though before contracted to theDaugh- 
ter of Corincus,reſolves to marry. But beeing 
forc'd and threatw'd by Corineus, whoſe Auto- 
rity, 
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rity , and Power he fear'd , Guendolen the 
Daughter he yeelds to marry, but in ſecret 
loves the other : and oft-times retiring as to 
ſom private Sacrifice, through Vaults and ' 
Paſlages made under ground; and ſeven years 
thus enjoying her, had by her a Daughter 
equally fair, whoſe name was Sabra, But when 
once his fear was off by the Death of Cori- 
eus, not content with ſecret enjoyment, di- 
vorcing Guendolen, he make Eſtrildts now his 
Queen. Guendolen all in a rage departs into 
Cornwall ; where Madan, the Son ſhe had by 
Locrine, was hitherto brought up by Cormeus 
his Grandfather. And gathering an Army of 
her Fathers Friends and Subjects,' gives Bat- 
tail to her Husband by theRiver Sture; where- 
in Locrine ſhot with an Arrow ends his life. 
But not ſo ends the fury of Gucndolen; for 
Eftrildis and her Daughter Sabra, ſhe throws 
into a River : and to leave a' Monument of 
Revenge,” proclaims, that the ſtream» be 
thenceforth calPd after the Damſels name ; 
which by length of time is chang'd now to S4- 
brina, or Severn, 

Fifteen Years ſhe Governs in behalf of her 
Son ; then reſigning to him at Age, retires 
to her Fathers Dominion. This faith my Au- 
thor, was in thedaies of Samuel. Madan hath 
the praiſe to have well and peacefully ruPd 
the ſpace of. 4o Years ; leaving behind him 
two Sons, Mempricius, and Malim. Mempri- 
cius had firſt to do with the ambition of his 
Brother, afpiring to ſhare with him in the 
Kingdom ; whom therefore at a meeting to 
| B 3 ' compole 
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compoſe matters, with a treachery which his 
cauſe needed not, he ſlew. _ 

Nor was he better in' the ſole poſſeſſion, 
whereof fo ill he _ endure a Partner, kil- 
ling hjs Nobles, and thoſe eſpecially next to 
ſucceed him; tilllaſtly giv'n over to unnatu- 
ral luſt, in the twentieth of his Reign, hunt- 
ing.in a Foreſt, he was devowr'd by Wolves. 

Flis Son Ebranc, a man of mighty ſtrength 
and ſtature, Reign'd 40 Years. He firſt after 
Brutus waſted Gaul ; and returning rich and 
proſperous, buikded Caerebrane, now York ; in 
Albania Alclud, Mownt Agned, or the Caſtle of 
Maydens, now Edinburgh. He had 20 Sons and 
39 Daughters by 20 Wives. His Daughters 
he ſent to Silvrus Alba into Italy, who beſtow'd 
thein on his Peers of the Ty0jan Line. His Sons 
under the leading of 4ſſaracus thir, Brother, 
won' them Lands and Signories in Germany ; 
thence calld ,from theſe Brethren,Germanta - 
a derivation too haſtily ſupposd,' perhaps be- 
fore the word Germanns or the Latin: Tongue 
was/in uſe. Som who have deſcrib'd Henault, 
as Facobus Bergomas, and Leſſabeus,, are cited 
to affirm that Ebrancin his Warre there was 
by Brunchildis Lord. of Henault put to the worle. 

Brutus therefore ſurnamed Greenfhicld ſuc- 
ceeding,. to repair his Fathers loſles, as the 
ſame Zeſſabeus reports, fought a ſecond Bat- 
tail in H:nault with Brunchild at the month of 
Seaidis, 'and Encamp'd on the River Hania, 
Ot which our Spencer alſo thus Sings.

Rudbuddilras,: or  Hudibras appealing the 
commorions- which . his Father could not; 
ſowndedCaerkeynt or Canturbury,Caerguent,os. 
Wincbeſter, and Afount Palagur, now Septormua 
or Shaftsbury : but this dy others is contra- 
dicted. 

Bladud his Son built Caertadusar Bathe, and 
thoſe medicinable waters he dedicated to \ Adin 
nerva, in whoſe Temple there, he kept rg 
continually buroing. He was 4: man of Ree 
Invention,and taught Necromaney : till hay- 
ing made him Wings to fly, be fell downyp-

Atlaſt the remem- 
þrance of his youngeſt Cordeilla comes to his 
Thoughts ; and now acknowledging how true 
her words had bin, though with little hope 
from whom he: had ſo injur*d, be it but to 
Pay her the laſt recompence ſhe can have from 

im, his confeſſion of her wiſe forewarning, 
that ſo,perhaps his miſery, the prooff and ex- 
periment of her Wiſdom, might ſomthing 
ſoft'n her,'he takes his Journey into France. 
Now might be feen a difference between the 
fitent 'or down-right ſpok*n affection of ſom 
Children to their Parents, and the talkative 
obſequiouſneGof others; while the hope of 11t-

end enlarges their duty. Cordeiliaout of meer 
love, without the ſuſpicion: of expected re- 
ward, at the meſlage only of her Father in 
diſtreſs, pouers forth true filial tears. And not 
enduring either that her own, or any other 
Eye ſhould fee him in fuch forlorn condition 
as his Meſſenger declar'd, diſcreetly appoints 
one of her truſted Servants, firſt to convay 
him privately toward ſom good Sea Town 
thereto array him, bathe him, cheriſh him, 
furniſh him with ſuch Attendants and State, 
as beſtem'd his Dignity. That then, as from 
his firſt Landing, he might ſend word of his 
Arrival to her Hasband Agauippus. hs 

| on 
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don with all mature, and requiſite contri- 


- vance, Cordeilla with the King her -Husband, 


and all the Barony of his Realm, who then 
firſt had news of his paſling the-Sea, goe out. 
to meet him z, and after all honourable and 
joyful entertainment, Aganippts, as to his 
Wives Father, and his Royal Gueſt, furren- 
ders him, during his abode there, the Power 
and diſpoſal of his whole Dominion: permit- 
ting his Wife Cordeilla-to go with an Army, 
and ſet her Father upon his. Throne. Wherin 
her piety ſo proſper'd, as that/ſhe'vanquiſh'd 
her impious Siſters with thoſe Dukes, and 
Leir again, as ſaith the ftory, three years ob- 
tain'd the Crown. To whom dying, Cordeilla 
with alt Regal Solemnities gave Burial in the 
Town of Leiceftre. And then as right Heir 
ſucceeding, and her Husband dead,: Rul'd the 
Land five years in Peace, - Until Afarganus 
and Cuncdagius her two Sifters Sons, not bear-

Cunedagius was now ſoleKing,and govern'd 
with much'praiſe many years; about the time 


when Rome was built. Him ſucceeded R:zallo. 


his Son, wiſe alſo and- fortunat; ſave what 
they tell us cf three dates raining blood, and 
ſwarms of ſtinging Flies, whereof men dy'd. 
In order then Gurguſtius, Fapo or Lago, his 
Nefew ; Si/allius, Kinmarcus, Then Gorbogudo, 
whom others name Gorbodego, and Gorbodion, 
_ Who had'two'Sons, Ferrex,and Porrex, They 
in the old: Age of thir Father falling to con- 


tend who ſhould ſucceed, ' Porrex attempting 


by: treachery his Brothers life, drives him into 
France; atid in his return, though aided with 
the Force of that Country, defeats and ſlaies 
him. But by his'Mother/idena who lefs lov'd 
him, is himſelf; with-the aſſiſtance of her Wo- 
men, ſoonafter ſlainin'his Beds With whom 
ended, as is ''thought;”the' Line of -Zratus 
Whereupon, the whole Land with Civil Broils 
was rent'into Five Kingdoms, long time wa- 
ging Warr: 'each' on other; and tom ſay 50 
Years. At length Dunwallo Molmutius the 
Son of Cloten Krng of Cornwall, one of the fore- 
faid five, excelling in-valour, and goodlineſs 
of perſon, - after ' his Fathers 'deceaſe found 
means 'to rednce againthe whole land into a 
Monarchy :: ſubduing the.reſt at opportuni- 
ties. Firſt, Tmmer King of Loegria whom he 
ſlew ; then Rudaucus of Cambria, Staterius of 
Albania; eonfederat together. ::In which fight 
Dunwallois reported, while the Victory hung 
donbtfull,'to' have us'd this Art. He takes 
with him'6oo ſtout men, bids them put on the

Armour' of the ſlain Enemies ; and ſo unex- 
pectedly approaching the Squadron, where 
thoſe two Kings had plac'd themſelves in 
fight, from that part which they thought ſe- 
cureſt, aflaults, and diſpatches them. Then 
diſplaying his own Enlignes which before he 
had conceaPd,and ſending notice to the other 
part of his Army what was don,adds to them 
new courage, and gains a final Victory, This 
Dunwallo was the firſk m Britan that wore a 
Crown of Gold ;, and therefore by ſom reputed the 
firſt King, He eſtabliſhed the Jdolmutine Laws, 
famous. among the Engliſh to this day ; writt'n 
long after in Latine by Grldas, and in Saxon 
by King Alfred - ſo faith Geofrey, but Gildas 
denies tohave known aught of the Britans be- 
fore Ceſar ; much leſs knew Alfred. Theſe 
Laws, whoever madethem,beſtow'd on Tem- 
ples the privilege of SanQtuary ; to Cities alſo, 
and the waies thether leading, yea to Plows 
granted a kind of like refuge : and made ſuch 
riddance of Theeves and Robbers, that all 
paſſages were ſafe. Forty Years he Govern'd 
alone, and was buried nigh to the Temple of 
Concord ; which he, to the memory of peace 
reitor?d, had built 1n Trinovant. 

His two Sons Belinus and Brennus contend=- 
ing about the Crown, by deciſion of Friends 
came at length to an accord ; Brennus ta have 
the North of Humber, Belinus the Sovrantie of 
all. But the younger not long ſa contented, 
that he, as they whiſper*d to him, whoſe: va- 
lour had fo oft repell'd the invaſions'of Ceul- 
phus the Morine Duke, ſhould now be ſubjet = 

is 
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his Brother,upon new Deſigne fails into or- 
way 3 enters League and Affinitie with El/ing 
that King; which Belinus perceaving in his 
abſencedifpoſſeſſes him of all the North. Bren- 
mu with a Fleet of Norwegians makes towatd 
Britan ; but encounter'd by Guzithlac the.Da- 
iſh King, who laying claim to his Bride, pur- 
ſu?d him on the Sea, his haſt was retarded, 
and he bereft of his Spouſe : who from the 
fight by a ſudden Tempeſt, was by the Dani/h 


King driv'n on Northumberland, and brought 


to Belinus, Brennus nevertheleſs recolleting 
his Navy, lands in Albama,; and gives Battel 
to his Brother in the Wood Calaterium ; but 
loſing the day, eſcapes with one ſingle Ship 
into Gaul, Mean while the Dane upon his 
own offer to become tributary,ſent home with 
his new priſe, Belin«s returns his thoughts to 
the adminiſtring of Juſtice, and the perfeting 
of his Fathers Laws 3 and to explain what 
— High-ways might enjoy the forſaid privi- 
legies, he caus'd to be drawn out and pav'd 
four main Roads to the utmoſt length and 
bredth of the lland.z and'two othersathwart ; 
which are ſince attributed to -the Romans. 
Brennus on the other ſide ſoliciting to his aid 
the Kings of Gaul, happ'ns at laſt on Seginus 
Duke of the Allobroges ;, where his worth, and 
comlineſs: of perfon ' wan him the Dukes 
Daughter and Heir. In whoſe right he ſhort- 
ly ſucceeding, and by obtain'd leave paſſing 
with a.great Hoſt through the lengthof Gam, 
gets footing once again in Britan. Nor was 
Belinus unprepar'd,and now the Battel ready 
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to joyn Conuverma the Mother of them both 
all in a fright, throws her felf between; and 
_ earneſtly to Brennus her Son, whoſe ab-. 
ſence had ſo long depriv'd her of his fight, af- 
ter imbracements and tears, aflails him with 
ſich a motherly power, and the mention of 
things ſo dear and reverend, as irrefiſtibly 
wrung from him all his enmity againſt Belinus; 

[Then are hands joyn'd,reconciliation made 
firm, and Counſel held to turn thir united 


preparations on Foren parts.  Thence that by 


theſe two all Gallia was overrun, the ftory 
tells ; and what they did in Italy,and at Rome, 
if theſe be they,and not Gazls, who touk that 
City.,the Roman Authors can beſt relate. So 
far from home I undertake not for the Mon- 
mouth Chronicle which heer againſt the ſtream 
of Hiſtory carries up and down theſeBrethren, 
now into Germany, then again to Rome, pur- 
ſuing Gabms and Poyſena,twounheard of Con- 
ſuls. Thus mnch is more generally beleev'd, 
that both this Brennus, and another famous 
Captain, Britomarus, whom the Epitomiſt 
Florus and others mention, were not Garls hut 
Britans; the Name of the firſt in that Tongue 
ſignifying a King, and of the other a Great 
Britan, However Belinus after a while ye- 
turning home, the reſt of his daies rul'd in 
Peace, Wealth; and Honour above all his Pre- 
deceſſors; building ſom Cities, of which one 
was Caeroſe upon Oſca, ſince Caerlegion; beau- 
tifying others, as Tiinovant with a Gate, a 
Hay*n, and a Towr, onthe 'T hames, retaining 


are 
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are ſaid to have bin laid up:in a Golden Urne, 
- After him Gurguntius Barbirus was King, 
mild and juſt, but yet inheriting his Fathers 
Courage,' he ſubdu'd the Dacian or Dane, 
who refus'd to pay the Tribute Covnanted to 
Belmus for his enlargment. ' In' his retura 
finding about the Orkneis 30 ſhips of Spain, 
or Biſcay, fraught with Men and Women for 
a Plantation, whoſe Captain alſo Bartholinus 
wrongfully baniſh*d, as he pleaded, beſaught 
him that ſome part of hisTerritory might be 
aſlign'd them to dwell in, he ſent with them 
certain of his own men to Ireland, which then 
lay unpeopP'd ; and gave them that land to 
hold of him as in Homage. He was buried in 
Caerlegion, a City which he had walPd abour. 
-'- Guttheline his Son, is alſo remember'd, as a 
juſt and good Prince,and: his Wife Marta to 
have excelPd ſo much in wiſdom as to ven- 
ture upon a new Inſtitution of Laws. Which 
King Alfred Tranſlating : calPq Afarchen 
Leage, but more truly therby 1s-meant, the 
Mercian Law; not tranſlated by Alfred, but 
digeſted or incorporated with the Weſt- 
Saxon. In the minority of her Son ſhe had the 
rule, and then, as may be ſuppoſs'd, brought 
forth theſe Laws, not her ſelf, for Laws are 
Maſculin Births, but by the advice of her 
ſageſt Counſelors 3 and therin. ſhe might 
doe vertuoully, ſince it befell her to fupply 
the nonage of .her Son: | elſe nothing” more 
awry from the Law of God and Nature, than 
thata Woman ſhould give Laws to Men.

- 


Am now to writeof what befell the Bri- 
tans from fifty and three years before the 
Birth of our Saviour, when firſt the Ro- 
mans came in, till the decay and Cea- 
ſing of that Empire 3 a ſtory of much truth, 
and Tar the firſt hundred years and ſomw hat 
more, Collected without much labour. So 
many "and fo prudent were the Writers, which 
thoſe two, the Civileſt, and the Wiſeſt of Ex- 
ropean Nations, both Italy and Greece, afford- 
ed to the Adtions of that Puiſlant City. For 
Worthy Deeds are not often deſtitute of wor- 
thy Relaters: As by a certain Fate great Acts 
and greatEloquence have moſt commonly gon 
hand in hand, equalling and honouring each 
other in the ſame Ages. *Tis true, that in ob- 
C 4 ſcurcfk 
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ſcureſt times, by ſhallow and unskilfull Wri- 


ters, the indiſtin&-noiſe of many Battels, and 


Devaſtations, of many Kingdoms over-run 
and loſt, hath come to our. Eares, For what 
wonder, if in all Ages, Ambition and the love 
of rapine hath ſtirr*d up greedy and violent 
men to bold attempts in waſting and ruining 
Warrs, which to Poſterity have left the work 
of Wild Beaſts and Deſtroyers, rather than 
the Deeds and Monuments of Men and Con- 
querours ? But he whoſe juſt and trne valour 
uſes the neceſſity of Warr and Dominion, not 


to deſtroy but to prevent deſtruction, to bring. 


in Liberty againſt Tyrants, Law and Civility 


among barbarous Nations, knowing that when | 


he Conquers all things elſe, he cannot Con- 
quer Time, or Detra&ion, wiſely conſcious of 


this his want as well as of his worth not to be. 


forgott'n or conceal'd, honours and hath re- 
courſe to the aid of Eloquence, his friendlieſt 


and beſt ſupply ; by whoſe immortal Record 


his Noble Deeds,which elſe were tranſitory, 
becoming fixt and durable againſt the force of 
Yeares and Generations, he fails not to con- 
tinue through all Poſterity, over Envy, Death, 
- and Tire. alſo victorious. Therfore when the 
eſteem of Science, and Liberal Study waxes 
-lawin the Common-wealth, we may preſume 
"atealſo there all Civil Vertue, and worthy 
A@tion is grown as low to a decline : and then 
Eloquence, as it were conſorted. in the ſame 
deſtiny,” with the decreaſe and fall of Virtue 
corrupts alſo and fades ; at leaſt Teſignes her 
office of relating,to illiterat and frivolous His 

ſtorians 3 
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ſtorians 3 ſuch as-the perſons themſelves both 
deſerv, and are beſt pleas'd with 3 whilſt they 
want either the underſtanding to chufe bet- 
ter, or the innacence to dare invite the exa- 
mining, and ſearching ſtile of an intelligent 
and faithful Writer to the ſurvay of thir un- 
ſound exploits, - better befriended by obſcuri- 
ty than Fame. As for theſe, the only Authors 
wee haveof Brittsſþ matters, while the power 
of Rome reach'd hither (for Gildas affirms that 
ofthe Romantimes noe Britt;/h Writer was in 
his daies extant, or if any ever were, either 
burnt by Enemies, or tranſported with ſuch as 
fled thePi@i/band Saxon Invaſions)theſe ther- 
fore only Roman Authors there bee who in the 
Engliſh Tongue have laid together,-as much, 
and perhaps more than was requiſite to a Hi- 
ſtory of Britan,. So that were it not for leav- 
ing an unſightly gap ſo neer tothe beginning, 
I ſhould have judg?*d this labour, wherin ſo 
little ſeems to be requir'd above tranſcription, 
almoſt ſuperfluous. - Notwithſtanding ſince I 
mult through ir, if ought by diligence may 
bee added, or omitted, or by other diſpoſing 
may be more explain'd, or more expreſs'd, [ 
ſhall aſlay. 

Julius Ceſar ( of whom, and of the Roman 
Free State, more than what appertains, 1s not 
here to be diſcours'd ) having ſubdu?d moſt 
| p=_ of Gall:ia, which by a Potent Faction, he 

ad obtain'd of the Senate as his Province for 
many years, ſtirr'd up witha deſire ofadding

{till more glory to his name, and the whole g,1oniu 
Roman Empire to his ambition, ſom ſay, with Fir. Ce/. 


a farr - 
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a far meaner and ignobler, the deſire of Brit- 
ziſh Pearls, whoſe bigneſs de delighted tobal- 
lance in ms hand, determines, and that upon 
nounjuſt pretended occaſion, to trie his Force 
inthe conqueſt alſo of B#itan.-- For heunder- 
ſtood that the Britans in moſt of his Gallian 
W arrs had ſent Supplies againſt him, had re- 
ceiv'd Fugitives of the Bellowact his Enemies, 
and were calPd over to aid the Cities of 4r- 
morica, which had the year before conſpird 
all in a newRebellion. TherforeCzſar,thought 
now the Summer well nigh ending, and the 
ſeaſon vnagreeable to tranſport a Warr, yet 
judg'd it would be great advantage, only to 
get entrance into the [/e, knowledge of the 
men, the places, the ports, the acceſſes; which 
then, it ſeems, were cev'n to 'the Gauls thir 
Neighbours almoſt unknown. For except 
Merchants and Traders, it is not oft, faith he, 
that any uſe to Travel thether; and to thoſe 
that doe, beſides the Sea Coaſt, and the Ports 
next to Gallia, nothing elſe is known. But 
heer I muſt require, as Poſſio did, the dili- 
gence, at leaſt the memory of Ceſar : for if it 
were true, as they of Rhemes told him, that 
Divitiacus, not long before, a Puiſfſant King 
. ofthe Soiſſons, had Britan alſo under his Com- 
mand, beſides the Belgian Colonies which he 
- affirms to have nam'd and peopl'd many Pro- 
vinces there, if alſo the Britans had ſo fre- 
quently giv*n them aid in all thir Warrs, if 
laſtly the Druid learning honour'd fo much 
among them, were at firſt taught them out of

pitrus Rufus to make good the Port with a ſuf- 
ficient ſtrength. But the Horſe whoſe ap- 
pointed Shipping lay wind-bound eight mile 
upward in another Hay*n, had much trouble 
toImbark. Czar now within ſight of Britan 
beholds :on-every Hill, multitudes of armed

fowrth to the ninth hour of day he awaits at 

Anchor the..coming up. of-his whole Fleet : 

Mean while with his Legatts and Tribuns con- 
ſulting, and giving order to fitt all things for 
what might 'happ*n in ſuch a various, and 

floating water-fight as was to .be expected. 

This place, which was a narrow. Bay, cloſe en- 

viror'd wich Hills, appearing no way Com- 
modious, he -remaves to a-plain and open 
ſhoar eight Milediſtant; commonly ſuppos'd 
Camden, about Deal im\Kent. Which when the Britans 
perceav'd thir Horſe and Chariots, as then 

they ns'd in fight, ſcowring:-before, thir main 

powr ſpeeding after,ſom thick upon the ſhoar, 
others not tarrying to be aſſaiÞd, ride in a- 
mong the Waves to encounter, and aflaulr 
the Romans eev'nunder thir Ships; with ſuch 
a bold, and free-hardihood, that Ceſar _ 
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ſelf between confeſling and excufing. that his 
Souldiers wereto com down from thir Ships, 
to ſtand in water heavy arm?d, and to fight ar 
once, denies not but that the terrour of ſuch 
new and refolote oppoſition made them for- 
get thir wonted valour. To: ſnccour which, 
he: commands his Gallies, a fight unuſual to 


the Britans, and more apt for motion, drawn 


from the bigger” Veſſels, to-row againſt the 
op'n ſide of the 'Etiemy, and thence with 
Slings, Engines, and Darrts,to beat them back. 
Bucneither yet, thoughamaz'd at the ſtrange- 
neſs of thoſe new: Sea-Caſtles, bearing up ſo 
neer, and ſo ſwiftly as almoſt to overwhelm 
them, the hurtling of Oares, the battring of 
feirce 'Engines:againſt thir bodies barely ex- 
pos, did the Britans give much ground, or 
the Romans gain.z/ till be who bore the Eagle of 
the Tenth Legion, . yet in the Gallies, /firit be- 
feeching his Gods, faid thus alowd, Zeap down 
Souldiers,unleſs ye mean to betray your Enfigne ; E 
for my part will perform what I owe to theCommon- 
wealth and myGeneral.This utter'd, over-board 
he leaps, and with his Eagle feircly advanced 
runs upon the Enemy, the reſt hartning one 
another not to admit the diſhononr of ſo nigh 
loſing thirChief Standard,follow him reſolute- 
ly. Now was fought eagerly on both ſides. Ours 
who'well knew thir own advantages, and ex- 
pertly ns'd them, now in the ſhallows, now on 
the Sand, ſtill as the Romans went troopingto 
thir Enſignes, receav?d them, diſpatch'd them, 


-and with the help. -of thir Horſe, put them 
-every where togreat,diforder. But Ceſar cau- 


ling 
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ſirig all-his Boats and: Shallops to be filPd with 
Souldiers, 'commanded to: ply: up and down 
continually.with relief where they ſaw need; 
whereby. atiength all the Foot: now dif-im- 
bark*t, and got togetherin ſom order an firm 
ground, with! a-more ſtettdy:charge put the 


Britans to fliglit : but wanting. all thir Horſe, 


whom the: winds yet with-held from Salling; 
they were notable to make-purſuit, In this 
confuſed fight Scava 4 Rimar Souldier, having

alſo is 'brooght-in by. Fubar, [attributing to 
himſelf.the honour... (if rit:wert at-all an«ho- 
nour tothatperſon which.he ſhſtain'd)of-be- 
ing the firſt thatleft his$hip, and took Land:

Wirth them Comius of Arras alſo teturn'd ; 
whom hitherto ſince his-firſt coming from Ce- 
far, they. had detain'd in.Prifon as aSpy : the 
blame whereofthey lay-on the Common Peo- 


| ple 7 for whoſe violence, and thir own impru- 


dence 
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dence they crave pardon. Ceſar complaining 
they had firſt ſought Peace, and then without 
cauſe had begun War, yet content to pardon 
them, commands Hoſtages: whereof part they 
bring in ſtrait, others far up.in the Country 
to be ſent for, they promiſe in a few daies, 


Mean while the people disbanded and ſent- 


home, many Princes, and Chief Men from af 
parts of the Ile ſubmit themſelves and thir 
Cities to the diſpoſe of Ceſar,. who lay then 
encamp'd, as is thought, on Baram down, Thus 
had the Britans made thir peace; when ſud- 
denly an accident unlook*d for put new coun- 
ſels into thir minds. Fowr daies after the 
coming of Ceſar, -'thoſe 1 8 Ships of burden, 

which from the upper hav*a had tan in all 
the Roman Horſe, born with a ſoft wind to the 
very Coaſt, inſight of the Roman Camp, were 
by a ſudden tempeſt ſcatter*d, and driv'n back, 
ſome to the Port from whence they loog?d, 0- 
thers down intothe Welt Country ; who find- 
ing there no ſafety either to Land, or to caſt 
Anchor, choſe rather to commit themſelves a- 
gain to the troubled Sea z and as Orofaus re- 
ports, were moſt of them caſt away, The 
{ame night, : it being Full Moon, the Gallies 
left upon dry Land, were unaware-to the Ro- 
mans, cover'd -with a Spring-tide, and the 
greater Ships that lay off at Anchor,torn and 
beat'n with Waves, to the great perplexity of 
Czſar,and his whole Army ; who.now had nei> 
ther Shipping; left zo convay them back, nor 
any proviſion made to ſtay heer, intending to 
have winter'd'ia Gallia, All this the m—_— 

| we 
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well perceaving, and by the compaſs of his 
Ces which without baggage appear'd the 
ſmaller, gueſfing at his numbers, conſult to- 
gether, and one by one lily withdrawingfrom 
the Camp, where they were waiting the con- 
cluſion of a Peace, reſolve- to ſtop all Proviſi- 
ons, and to draw out the buſineſs till Winter, 
Cſar though ignorant of whatthey intended, 
yet from the conditionwherein he was,and thir 
other Hoſtages not ſent, ſuſpeCting what was 
likely, Deguns to provide apace,all that might 
be, againſt what might happ?n : laies in Corn, 
and with materials fetch*d trom theContinent, 
and what was left of thoſe Ships which were 
palt help, herepairs the reſt. So that now by 
the inceſſant labour of his Souldiers, all but 
twelv were again made ſerviceable. While 
theſe thingsare doing, one of the Legions be- 
ing ſentout to forrage, as was accuſtond,and 
no ſuſpicion of Warr, while ſom of the Br:tans 
were remaining in the Country about, others 
alſo going and coming freely to the Roman 
Quarters, they who were in ſtation at the 
Camp Gates ſent ſpeedy word to Ceſar, that 
from that part of the Country, to which the 
Legion went, a greater duſt than uſual was ſeen 
'- to riſe. Czſar gueſſing the matter, commands 
the Cohorts of Guard to follow him thether, 
two others to ſucceed in thir ſtead, the reſt all 
to arm and follow. They had not march'd 
long, when Ceſar diſcerns his Legion ſore 0+ 
| vercharg: for the Britans not doubting but 
_ that thir Enemies on the morrow would be in, 
that place which only they had- left —__ 
0 
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of all thir Harveſt, had"plac'd an Ambuſh ; 
and while they were diſperſt and buſieſt at thir 
Izbour, ſet npon them, killd ſom, and rout- 
ed the reſt. The tmanner of thir fight was 
from a kind of Chariots; whereir riding about, 
and throwing Darts, with the clutter of thir 
Horſe, and of thir Wheels, they oft-times 
broke the rank of thir Enemies ; then retreat- 
ing among the Horſe, and quitting thir Cha- 
riots, they fought on Foot, The Charioters; 
in the mean while ſomwhat a ſide from the Bat- 
tel, ſet themſelves in ſuch order; that thir Mai- 
ſters at any time oppreſs'd with odds; might 
retire ſafely thether, having perform'd with 
one perſon both the nimble ſervice of a Horſe« 
man, and the ſtedfaſt duty of a Foot Souldier. 
So much they could with thir Chariots by uſe; 
and exerciſe, as riding on the ſpeed down a 
ſteep Hill, to ſtoþ ſuddenly; and with a ſhort 
reiri tirn ſwiftly, row tunning on the beam; 
riow 6n the Yoke; then in the Seat. With this 
fort of new skirtniſhing; the Romans now 0- 
vermatch'd, and terrify'd, Ceſar with oþpor- 
tune aid appears ; for then the Br:tans tnake 
a ſtand : But he conſiderihg that now was not 
fitt time to offer Battel, while his men were 


 fearce recover'd of fo late d fear, only keeps 
his ground; ahd foon after leads back his Le- 


gions to the Cainp. Furder action for many 
Uaies following was hinder?d on both ſides by 
foul weather ; in which time the Britans diſ- 
patching Meſſengers round about, to how few 


' the Romans were redtic'd, what hope of priſe 
zad- booty, and now if ever of freeing them- 
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Ceſar Com, 


ſelves from the Fear of like invaſions heerafter, 
by making theſe an example, if they could bur 
now uncamp thir Enemies ; at this intimation 
multitudes of - Horſe and Foot. coming down 
from all parts make towards the Romans. Cx- 
ſar foreſeeing that the Britans, though beat'n 
and put to flight, would eaſily evade his Foot, 
yet with no more than 30 Horſe, which Comi. 
#5 had brought over, draws out his men to 
Battel, puts again the Britans to flight, pour- 
ſues with ſlaughter, and returning burns and 
laies waſte all about. Wherupon Embaſladors 
the ſame day being ſent from the Britans to 
deſire Peace, Ceſar, as his affairs at preſent 
ſtood, for ſo great a breach of Faith, only im- 
poſes on them double the former hoſtages, to 
be ſent after him into Gallia : And becauſe 
September was nigh half ſpent, a ſeaſon not fit 
to tempt the Sea with his weather-beat”n Fleet, 
the ſame night witha fair wind he departs to- 
wards Belgia : whether two only of the Britan 
Cities ſent Hoſtages, as they promis'd, the 
reſt neglected. But at Rome when the news 

came of Ceſars Acts here, whether it were e- 
ſteen?d a Conqueſt, or a fair Eſcape, ſuppli- 

cation of 20 dates is decreed by the Senate, as 

either ' for an exploit done, or a diſcovery 

made, wherin both Ceſar and the Romans glo- 

ried not a little, though it brought no benefit 

either to him, or the Common-wealth, 

The Wanter following, Ceſar, as his cuſtom 
was, going into [taly, when as he ſaw that moft 
of the Britans regarded not to ſend thir Ho- 
ſtages, appoints his Legats whom he left in 

Belgia, 
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Belgia, to provide what poſlible Shipping they 
could either build, or repair. Low built they 
were to bee, as therby eaſier both to fraught, 
and to hale aſhoar ; nor needed to be higher, 
becauſe the Tyde ſo often changing, was ob- 
ſery'd to make the Billows leſs in our Sea than 
thoſe in the Mediterranean broader likewiſe 


- they were made, for the better tranſporting 


of Horſes, and all other fraughtage, being in-- 
tended cheifly to that end. Theſe all about 
600 in a readineſs, with 28 Ships of burden, 
and what with adventurers, and other hulks 
above 200, Cotta one of the Legates wrote 
them, as Atheneus affirms, in all 1000, Cx- 
ſar from Port Icc:us, a paſſage of ſom 3o mile 
over, leaving behind him Zabienus to guard 
the hav'n, and for other ſupply at need, with 
five Legions, though but 2000 Horſe, about 
Sun ſett hoyſMng ſaitle with a ſlack South-Weſt, 
at midnight was becalm'd. And finding when 
it was light, that the whole Navy lying on the 
current, had faPn off from the Ile, which now 
they could deſcry on thir left hand, by the un- 
wearied labour of his Souldiers, who refus'd 
not to tug the Oare, and kept courſe with 
Ships under ſail, he bore up as neer as might 
bee, to the ſame place where he had landed 
the year before ; where about noon arriving, 


no Enemy could be ſeen. For the Britans, Beforerhs 


which in great number, as was after know?n, bh of 
Chriſt, 52+ 


had bin there, -at ſight of ſo huge a Fleet durſt 
not abide. Ceſar forthwith landing his Army, 
and encamping to his beſt advantage, ſom no- 
tice being giv'n him by thoſe he took, where 
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to find the Enemy, with his whole power, fave 
only ten cohorts, and 3oo Horſe, left to Quin- 
tus Atrius for the guard of his Ships, about 
the third watch of the ſame' night marches up 
twelv mile into the Country. And at length 
by a River commonly thought the Stowre in 
Kent , eſpies embattaiPd the Britiſh Forces, 
They with thir Horſes and Chariots advan- 
cing to the higher Banks, oppoſe the Romans 
in thir March, and begin the fight ; but re- 
puls't by the Roman Cavalrie give back into 
the Woods to a place notably made ſtrong 
bothby Art and Nature; which, it ſeems, had 
bin a Fort, or Hold of ſtrength rays'd heerto- 
fore in times of Warrs among themſelvs. For 
entrance, and acceſs on all ſides, by the felling 
of huge Trees overthwart one another, was 
quite barr'd up; and within theſe the Britans 
did thir utmoſt to keep out the Enemy. But 
the Souldiers of the ſeventh Legion locking all 
thir Sheilds together like a rooff cloſe over 
head, and others rayſing a Mount, without 
much loſs of blood took the place, and drove 
them all to forſake the Woods. Purſuit they 


made not long, as beeing through ways un- 


know'n; and now ev'ning came on, which they 
more wiſely ſpent, in chooſing out where to 
pitch and fortify thir Camp that night. The 
next Morning Ceſar had but newly ſent out 
his Men in three Bodies to purſue, and the 
liſt no furder gon than yet in fight, when 
Horſemen all in Poſte from Quintvs Artius 
bring word to Ceſar, that almoſt all his Ships 
in a Tempeſt that night had ſuffer'd oy 
. | an 
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and lay brokn upon the ſhoar. Ceſar at this 
news recalls his Legions, himſelf in all haſt ri-* 


ding back to the Sea-ſide, beheld with his own 
Eyes the ruinous proſpect. About forty Veſ- 
ſels were ſunk and loſt, the reſidue ſo torn, 
and ſhakn, as not to be new rigg'd without 
much labour. Strait he aſſembles what num- 


| ber of Ship-wrights either in his own Legions 


or from beyond Sea, could be ſummor'd; ap- 
points Labienus on the Belgian ſide to huild 
more; and with a. dreadful induſtry of ten 
days, not reſpiting his Souldiers day or night, 
dreiv up all his Ships, and entrench'd them 
round within the circuit of his Camp. This 
don, and leaving to thir defence the ſame 
ſtrength as before, he returns with his whole 
Forces to the ſame Wood, where he had de- 
feated the Britans; who preventing him wirh 
greater powers than of wy had now repoſ- 
ſeſs'd themſelvs of that place, under Cafſibe- 


lan thir cheif Leader. W hoſe Territory from | 


the States bordering on the Sea was divided 
by the River Thames about 80 mile inward. 
With him formerly ather Cities had conti- 


 nual Warr; but now in the common danger 


had all made choiſe of him to be thir Gene- 
rall. Heer the Rriti/b Horſe and Charioters 
meeting with the Roman Cavalric fought 
ſtoutly ; and at firſt, ſomthing overmatch'd 
they retreat to the neer advantage of thir 
Woods and Hills, but ſtill follow*d by the Ro- 
mans, made head again, cut off the forwardeſt 
among them, and after ſome pauſe, while Cxe- 
jar, who thought the days work had bid don, 
" & 3 was 
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: was buſied about the entrenching of his Camp, 


march out again, glve feirce aſlault to the 
very Stations of his Guards and Senteries, and 
while the main Cohorts of two Legions that 
were ſent to the Alarme, ſtood within a ſmall 
diſtance of each other,terrify*d at the newneſs 
and the boldneſs of thir fight, charg'd back a- 
gain through the midſt, without loſs of a man. 
Of the Romans that day was ſlain Quintys La- 
berius Durus a Tribune : the Britans having 
fought thir fillat the very entrance of Cſar”s 
Camp, and ſuſtain'd the reſiſtance of his whole 
Army entrench'd, gave over theaflault. Czſar 
heer acknowledges that the Roman way both 
of arming, and of fighting, was not ſo well fit- 
ted againſt this kind of Enemy ; for that the 
Foot in heavy Armour could not follow thir 
cunning flight, and durſt not by ancient Diſ- 
Cipline ſtirr from thir Enligne ; and the Horſe 
alone, disjoyn'd from the Legions, againſt a 
Foe that” turn'l ſuddenly - upon them, with a 
mixt encounter both of Horſe and Foot, were 
in equal danger both following and retiring, 
Beſides thir Faſhion was, not 1n great bodies, 
and cloſe order, but in ſmall diviſtons, and o- 
pen diſtances to make thir onſet; appointing 


_ Others at certain ſpaces, now to releev and 


bring off the. weary, now to ſucceed and re- 
new the conflict ; which argu'd no ſmall ex- 
perience, and 'uſe of Arms. Next day the 
Britans afarr off upon the Hills begin to ſhew 
themſelves heeri-and there, and though leſs 
boldly than before, to skirmiſh with the Xc- 
#821 Horſe. But ar Noon Ceſar having ſent 
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out three Legions, and all his Horſe with Tre- 
bonius the Legat, to ſeek fodder, ſuddenly on 
all ſides they ſet upon the Forragers, and charge 
up after them to the very Legions, and thir 
Standards. The Romans with great courage 
beat them back, and in the chace, beeing well 
ſeconded by the Legions, not giving them tune 
either to. rally, to ſtand, or to deſcend from 
thir Chariots as they were wont, ſlew many. 
From this overthrow, the Britans, that dwelt 
farder off, betook them home ; and came no 
more after that time with ſo great a power a- 
gainſt Ceſar, Whereofadvertis'd he marches 
onward to the Frontiers of Ca//ubslan, which on 


this ſide were bounded by the T hames, not paſ- Camden, 


ſable except in one place and that difficult, a- 
bout Coway ſtakes ucer Oatlands, as is conje- 
cur'd. Hither coming he deſcries on the 0- 
ther ſide great; Forces of the Enemy, plac'd in 
good Array; the Bank fett all with ſharp 
ſtakes, others in the bottom, cover'd with was 
ter; whereof the marks in Beda's time, were 
to be ſeen, as he relates. This having learnt 
by ſuch as were tan, or had run to him, . he 
firſt commands his Horſe to paſs over z then 
his Foot, who wadeing upto the neck went on 
ſo reſolutely, and fo faſt, that they on the fur- 
der ſide not-enduring the violence, retreated 
and fled. Caſſubelan no more now in hope to 
contend for Vidtorie, diſmiſling all but 4000 
of thoſe Charioters, through Woods, and in- 
tricate wales attends thir motion ; where the. 
Romans areto pals, drives all before him ; and 
with continual fallies upon the Horſe, where

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they leaſt expected, cutting off Tome and ter-

Wherupon Ce- 
far ſtrictly commanding all not to part from 
the Legions, had nothing left him 1n his way 
but empty Fields and Houſes, which he ſpoiPd 
and burnt. Meane while the Frmobantes a 
State or Kingdome, and perhaps the greateſt 
then among the Britans, leſs favouring Caſſbe- 
lan ſend Embaſſadors, and yield to Czſay up- 
on this reaſon. Immanuentius had bin thir 
King: Him Cafſbelan had ſlaine, and purpos'd 
the like to Mandubratius his Son, whom Oro- 
frus calls Androgorits, Beda Andropius;, but the 
youth eſcaping by flight into Galza, put him- 
ſelf under the protection of Ceſar. Theſe en- 
treat that Mandubratius may be ſtill defended; 
and ſent home to ſicceed in his'Fathers right. 
Cxſar ſends him, demands forty Hoſtages and 
Proviſion for his Armie, which they immedi- 
ately bring in, | and have thir Confines pro- - 
tected from'the Souldier.

But he ſending firſt the Germans, whoſe cn- 
ſtome was, arm'd as they were, to ſwim with 
eaſe the ſtrongeſt current, commands them to 
ſtrike eſpecially at the Horſes; whereby the 
Chariots, wherein conſiſted thir chief art of 
fight, became unſerviceable. To ſecond them 
he ſent Yeſpatian, who in his later dates ob- 
tain'd the Empire, and Sabinus his Brother ; 
who unexpectedly aſlailing thoſe who were 
leaſt aware, did much execution. Yet not for 
this were the Britans diſmaid; but reuniteing 
the next day fought with ſuch a courage, as 
made it hard to decide which way hung the 
Victorie : till Caius Sidius Geta, at point to 
have bin tak?n, recover'd himſelf fo valiantly, 
as brought the day on his fide 5 for which at 
Rome he receav'd high honours. After this 
the Britans drew back toward the mouth of 
Thames, and acquainted with thoſe places, 
cro{vd over, where the Romans wllowing them | 
through bogs and dangerous flats; hazarded- 
the loſs of all. Yet the Germans getting aver, 
and others by a bridge at ſome place above 
fell on them again with ſundry Alarmes and:

held, as was enjoyn'd him, 'ſends to Claudius. 
He who waited ready with a huge preparati- 
on, as if not ſafe anough amidſt the flowr of 
all his Romans, like a great Eaſtern King, 
with armed Elephants marches through GaJla, 
So full. of peril was this enterpriſe eſteem'd, as 
not without all. this Equipage, and ſtranger 
terrors than Roman Armies to meet the Native 


andthe naked Brit/h Yalour defending their 
Country, ” Joyn'd with Plautius who encamp-

Ing Plautins ro ſubdoe what remain'd ; he re-

turns.to Rome, from whence he had bin abſent 
only fix moneths, arid in Byiean bur, 16 dates; 
Tehding the news before hin of his Victories, 
Though in a ſinall part of the 1/and, To whom 
the Senare, as for archievments of higheſt me- 
Tir, decree'd exceſſive honours ; Arches, Tri- 
untphs, annual Solemnities, and the Sirname of 
Britdunicus both to him and bis Son. Suetonius 
Writes that Claudins found heer no reſiſtance, 
and that all was done without ſtroke : but this 
ſeems not probable. The Monmouth Writer 
naines theſe two Sans of Cunobeline, Guiderius, 
and 4/viragus; that Gurderius beeing ſlain in 
fight, Arviragus to concealeit, puton his Bro- 
thers Habillements, and in his perfon held up 
the Battel to a ViQtorie; The reſt, as of FHamo 
The Roman Captain, Genuiſſa the Emperours 
Daughter, and ſuch like ſtuff, is too palpably 


- untrue ro be worth reherling in the midiſt of 


Truth, Plautivs after this, employing his freſh 
Forces to Conquer on, and quiet the rebelling 
Countries, found work anough to deſerve at 
bis returne a kind of Tryumphant riding into 
the Capitol fide by fide. with the Emperour, Ye- 
Jpatigz alſo under Plautius had thirtie conflicts 
with the Enemiez in one of which encom- 
paſs'd atid in great'danger, he was valiantly 
and pioutly reſcu?d by his Son Titus: Two 
powerful Nations he ſubdu'd heer, above 20 
Townes and the Ie of Wight, for which he re- 
ceaved at Rome Tryumphal Ornaments, w 
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other great Dignitics, For that Cittic itt reward 
of vertne was ever magnificent : and long after 
when tre merit was ceafd among them, leſt any 
thing reſembling wvertue ſhould want honour, the 
ſame rewards were yet allow'd to the very ſhadow 


and oftentation of merit, Oſtorius in the room of , 50. 
Plautius Vice-pretor, met with turbulent af- Tacinis an» 
faires; the Britans not ceaſing to vex with-in- '?+ 


rodes all thoſe Countries that were yeilded to 
the Romans; and now the more-eagerly, ſup- 
poling that the new General unacquainted 
with his Armie, and on the edge of Winter, 
would not haſtily oppoſe them. But he waigh- 
ing that firſt Events were moſt available to 
breed fear or contempt, with ſach cohorts as 


were next at hand ſets out againſt them : whom þ.:. 


having routed, ſo cloſe he follows, as one who 
meant not to be everie day moleſted with the 
cavils of a ſhghrt peace; or an emboldn*d Ene- 
mie; Leſt they ſhould make head again, he 


difarmes whom he ſuſpeRs ; and to ſurrouad 


them, places many Garriſons upon the Rivers 
of Antona and Sabrina. - But the Icenians, a 
ftout People untouch'd yet by theſe Warrs, as 
havivg before ſoughtalliance withthe Romans, 
were the firſt that brook'd not this: By thir 
example others riſe 3 and in a qhoſen' place; 
fenc't with high Banks of Earth, and narrow 
Lanes to prevent the Horfe, warily Encampe. 
Oftorius, thongh yet not ſtrengthr'd with his 
Legions, cauſes the Auxihiar Bands, his Trovps 
alſo allighting; to aflault the rampant. They 
within though pelter'd with thir own number, 
ood tot like Menreſolv'd, and in a narrow

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compaſs did 'remarkable deeds. But over- 
powerd at laſt, and others by thir ſucceſs qui- 
eted, whotill then waverd, Oftorius next bends 
his Force upon the Cangians, waſting all eeven 
to the Sea of Ireland, without Foe in his way, 
or them, who durſt, ill handU'd ; when the Br: 
gantes attempting new matters,drew him back 
toiſettle firſt: what was unſecure behind him. 
They, of whom the chief were puniſh'd, the 
reſt forgiv*n,” ſoon gave over, but the Silures 
no way tractable were not to be repreſs 
without a ſet Warr. Tofurder this, Camalo- 
dunum- was'planted with a Colony of Yeteran 
Souldiers to be a firme and readie aid againſt 
revolts, and a means to teach the Natives Ro- 

Tacit, wit, an Law and Civilitie. Cogidunus alſo a Bri- 
Agric. tiſh King, thir faſt friend, had to the ſame in- 
tent certain -Cities givin him.: a haughtie 
craft, which the Remans us'd, 'to make Kings 
alfo the ſervile agents of enſlaving others. But 
the Silures hardie of themſelves, rely'd more on 
the valour of CaraFacus; whom many doubt- 
full, many proſperous ſucceſſes had made emi- 
nent above all that ruPd in Britan, He adding 
to+ his courage Policte, and knowing himſelf 
to be of ſtrength inferiour, in other advan- 
tages the better:; makes the Seat of his Warr 
among the Ordovices; a Country wherein alt 
the odds were to his own Partie, all the diſh- 
culties to his Enemie. The Hills and every ac- 
ceſs he fortifi'd with heaps of Stones, and guards 
of men; to'come at whom a River of unſafe 
paſſage muſt he firſt waded. The place, as Cam- 
den conjetFures; had thence the name of Cacr- 

' Caradoe 
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Caradoc on the Weſt edge of Shropſhire. He him- 
ſelf continually went up and down, animating 
his Officers and Leaders, that this was the day, 
this the field either to defend their Libertie, or ts 
die free ; calling to mind the names of his glo- 
rious Anceſtors who'drove Cxſar the Dictator 
out of Britan, whoſe valour hitherto had pre- 
ſerv'd them from bondage, thir Wives and 
Children from diſhonour. Infland with theſe 
words, they all vow thir utmoſt, with ſuch un- 
daunted reſolution as amaz*d the Roman Gene- 
fal, but the Souldier leſs waighing, becauſe 
leſs knowing, clamour*d to be lead on againſt 
any danger. Oftorius after wary circumſpecti- 
on bidds them paſs the River: the Britans no 
ſooner had them within reach ofthir Arrows, 
Darts, and Stones, but flew and wounded 
largly of the Romans. They on the other fide 
clo{ing thir ranks, and over head cloſing thir 
Targetts, threw down the looſe rampiers of 
the Britans,' and purſue them up the Hills both 
light arm'd, and Legions ; till what with ganl- 
ing Darts and heavie ſtrokes, the Britans who 
wore neither Helmet nor Cuirakh to defend 
them, were at laſt overcome. This the Ro- 
mans thonght a famous Victoriez wherein the 
Wife and Daughter of CaraGacus were tak'n, 
his Brothers alſo reduc'd to obedience; him- 
ſelf eſcaping to Cartiſmandua Queen of the Bri- 
gantes, againſt faith giv'n was to the Victors 
deliver'd bound : having held out againſt the 
Romans nine years, ſaith Tacitus, but by truer 
computation, ſeaven, W hereby his name was 
up through ail the adjoyning Provinces, eev?1 
S 3 to 
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to Italy and. Rome: many deſiring to ſee who 
he was, that could withſtand ſo many years 
the Romans Puiſſance : and Cſar to extoll his 
own Victorie, extolPd the Man whom he had 
vanquiſtd. Beeing brought to Rome, the peo» 
ple as toa Solemn ſpectacle were calPd toge- 
ther, the Emperors Guard ſtood in Armes. In 
order carne firſt the Kings Servants, bearing 
his Trophies wan in other Warrs, next, his 
Brothers, Wife, and Daughter, laſt himſelf, 
The behaviour of others through fear was low 
and degenerate : he only neither in counte- 
nance, word, or action, ſdbmiſiive, ſtanding at 
the Tribunal of Claudius, breifiy ſpake to this 
purpofe. If my mind, Czſar, had bin as mode- 
rate mm the bighth of Fortune, as my Birth and 
Dignitie was eminent, I might have come a freind 
rather than a Captive into this Cittie. Nor couldſt 
thou have diflik'd him for a Confederate, ſo Noble 
of Deſcent, and Ruling ſo many Nations, My pre- 
ſent eſtate to me diſgraceful, to thee is glorious, 
F had Riches, Horſes, Armes, and Men; no won- 
der then if I contended, not to loſe them, But if 
by Fate, youys only muſt be Empire, then of neceſ- 
fatie ours among the reſt muſt be ſubjeciion. If I 
fJooner had bin brought to yeild, my Misfortune bad 
bin leſs notor:9u5, your Conqueſt bad bin leſs re- 
nownd, and in your ſevereſt determining of me, 
both will be ſoon fargotPn. But if you grant that 
T {ball Ire, by me will live to you for ever that 
praife which is ſo neer divine, tbe clemency of a 
Congquerour. Ceſar mov'd at ſuch a ſpectacle 
of Fortune, but eſpecially at the nobleneſs of 
his hearing it, gave him pardon, and to all = 
reſt, 
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reſt. They all unbound, ſabmiſlely thank him, 
and did like reverence to Agripinga the Empe- 
rors Wife, who ſatby in State : a new and tir 
dained fight to the manly eyes of Ropnans,” a 
Woman fitting public in her Female prige a- 
mong Enſignes and Armed Cohorts. To Of0o- 
rius Triumph is decreed; and his Ats efteem+ 
ed equall to theirs, thet, brayght in Bonds tp 
Rome famouſeſt Kings. But the ſame praſpe- 
ritie attended not his later Actions heer. . For 
the Si/ures, whether to reveng thir loſs of Ca- 
ratFacus, or that they ſaw Oftorius, as if naw 
all were done, leſs earneſt to reſtrain them, 
beſett the Prefe&t of his Camp, left there with 
Legionarie Bands to appoint Garriſfons : and 
had not ſpeedie aid com in from the neigh: 
bouring Holds and Caſtles, had cutt them all 
off; notwithſtanding which, the Prefet? with 
cight Centurions, and many thir ſtouteſt Men 
were flaine: and upon the neck of this, meet- 
ing firſt with Roman Forragers, then with 0- 
ther Troops haſting to thr releif, utterly 
foyPd and broke them alſo. Oftorius ſending 
more after, could hardly ſtay thir fiight ; 
till the waighty Legions coming on, af firſt 
poys'd the Batrel, at length turn'd the Scale : 
to the Britaus without much loſs; for by that 
time it grew night. Then was the Warr ſhi- 
verd as it were into ſmall frayes and bicker- 
ings; not unlike' ſometimes to ſo many rob- 
beries, in Woods, at Waters, as chance or 
valour, advice or raſhneſs led them on, com- 
manded or without command. That which 
molt exaſperated the Silures, was a report of. 
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certain words caſt out by the Emperor, That hs 


would root them out to the veriename. Therfore: 


two Cohorts more of Avxiliars, by the avarice 
of thir Leaders too ſecurely pillageing, they 
Uuite intercepted: and beſtowing liberally the 
Spoils and. Captives, wherot they took plen- 
tie ; drewother Countries to joyne with them. 
Theſe loſſes falling ſo thick upon the Romans 
Oftorins with the thought, and anguiſh therof 
ended his daies: the Britans rejoycing, al- 
though no Batte), that yet adverſe Warr had 
worne out fo great a Souldier. Czſar in his 
lace ordains Aulus Didius : but ere his com- 
Ing, though much haſtnd, that the Province 
might nor want a Governour ; the Sures had 
givnanoverthrow to Manhkus Yalens with his 
Legion, ' rumor*d on hoth ſides greater than 
was true ; by the Silures to amate the new Ge- 
neral; by himinadouble refpeet, of the more 
Yaiſe if he queld them, or the more excuſe if 
je faiPd. Mean time the S:lures forgett not to 
infeſt the Fomgr pale with wide excurſions ; 
till Didius marching out, kept them ſomwhar 
more within hounds, . Nor were they long to 
ſcek, who after Cara&acus ſhonld lead them 3; 
for next to him in worth and skill of Warr, 
Penntius a Prince of the Brigantes merited to be 
chir chief. He at firſt faithfull to the Romans, 
and by them protected, was the Husband of 
Cartiſmandua 'Q. of the Brigantes, himſelf per-" 
haps reigning ellewhere. She who had be- 
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ming on the hire of her treaſon, deſerted her 
Husband ; and marrying Yellocatus one of his 
Squires, conferrs on him the Kingdom alſo 
This deed ſo odious and full of infamie, di- 
turb'd the whole State : Yenutius with other 
Forces, and the help of her own Subjects, who 
deteſted the Example of ſo foul a fact, and 
withall the uncomlineſs of thir Subjection to 
the Monarchie of a Woman, a peece of man- 
hood not every day to be found among By:- 
tans, though ſhee had got by ſuttle train his 
Brother - with many of his Kindred into her 
kands, -brought her ſoon below the confidence 
of beeing able to reſiſt longer. When implc- 
ringthe Roman aid, with much adoe, and after 
many a hard encounter ſhe eſcap'd the puniſh- 


ment which was readie to have ſeis?d her. Ye- 


z4tius thus debar'd the autority of ruling his 
own Houſheld, juſtly turnes his anger againſt 
the Romans themſelves ; whoſe magnanimitie 
not wont to undertake diſhonourable cauſes, 
had arrogantly intermeddPd in his dofneſtic 
affaires, to uphold the Rebellion of an Adul- 
treſs againſt her Husband. And the Kingdom 
he retaiw'd againf thir utmoſt oppoſition ; and 


of Warr gave them thir fill : firſt in a ſharpe . 


conflict of uncertain event, then againſt the 
Legion of Ca/1us Naſica. Inſomuch that Didius 
growing old and maunaging the Warr by De- 
Puties, had work anough to ſtand on his de- 
tence, with the gaining now and then of a 


imall Caſtle. And Nero ( for in that part of racir. vir. 
the Ile things continu'd in the ſame plight to Agric. 


te Reign of Veſpatian) was minded but for 
ſhame 
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the ſame time, other things befell. Yerannius, 
whom Nero ſent hither-to ſucceed Didrus, dy. 
ing in his firſt Year, ſave a few inrodes upon 
the S:lures, left only a great boaſt behind him, 
That in twa years, bad be lid, he would bawe 
Conquer'd all. But Suctonius Paulinus, who next 
was ſent hither, eſteem'd a Souldier <quall to 
the beſt in that age, for twa years together 
went on proſperonſly ; both confirming what 
was got, and ſubduing onward. At laſt over- 
confident of his preſent actions, and emmla- 
ting others, of whoſe deeds he heard from a- 
broad, marches up as farr as Mona, the Ile of 
Angleſey, a populous place. For they it ſeems 
had both entertain'd fygitiyes, and giv*n good 
afliſtance ta the reſt that withſtood him. He 
makes him Boates with fiat bottoms, fitted to 
the ſhallows which he expected in that nar- 
row Frith - His Foot ſo paſgd over, his Horſe 
waded or ſ\wom. Thick ypon ſhaar ſtood 
ſeveral groſs bands of men well weapn'd, ma- 
ny women like furics running toand froin diſ- 
mal habit with hair looſe about thir ſhoulders, 
held Torches inthir hands. The Druids, thoſe 
were thir Prieſts, of whame more in another 


place, with hands lift up to Heay'n uttering. 


direfull praiers, aftoniſh'd the Romans ; who 
at ſo ſtrange a ſight ſtood in a-maze though 
wounded : at length -awak'd and encourag'd 
by thir General, not to fear a barbarous and 
lunatic rout, fall. on, and beat them down 
ſcorch't and 'ronling in thir own fire. Then 
were 
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were they yoakrd with Garrifons, and the 
places conſecrate to thir blaodie ſuperſtiti- 
onsdeſtro?d., For whom they took in Warr 
they held it lawfbll to Sacrifice ; and by the 
entrails of men us'd divination. While thus 
Paulinus had his thonght ſtill fix*d before, to 
goe 0n winning, his back lay broad op?n to oc- 
calion of loſing more behind. For the Bri- 
tans urg?d and oppreſs'd with many unſuffer- 
able injuries, had all banded themſelves to a 
general revolt. The particular cauſes are not 
all writPn by one Author ; Tacitus who liv'd 
next thoſe times of any to us extant, writes 
that Praſutagus King ef the Icenians abounding 
in wealth had left Ceſar Coheir with his two 
Daughters ; thereby hoping te have ſecur'd 
from all wrong both his Kingdom and his 
Houſe ; which fell out far otherwiſe. For un- 
der colour to overſee and take poſltſſion of the 
Emperours new Inheritance, his Kingdom be- 
came a prey to Centurions, his Houſe to ra- 
v'ning Officers, his Wife Boadicea violated 
with Stripes, his Daughters with Rape, the 
wealthieſt of his Subjects, as it were by the 
Will and Teſtament of thir King thrawn out 
of thir Eſtates, his Kindred made little better 


than Slaves. - The new Colony alfo at Camale- . 


dium took Houſe or Land from whome they 
pleas'd, terming them Slaves and Vaſſals; the 
Sauldiers complying with the Colony, out of 
hope hereafter to uſe the ſame licence them- 
ſelves. Moreover the Temple erected to Clau- 
dius as a badge of thir eternal ſlayerie, ſtaod a 


great Eye-fore; the Prieſts whereof under pre- 
tex © 
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diers within were not very many. Deciany 
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text of what was due to the Religious Service 


waſted and imbezl'd each mans ſubſtance up 
on themſelves. And Catus Decianus the Procy- 


Tator endeavour*d to bring all thir goods with 


in the compals of a new Confiſcation, by dif 
avowing the remittment. of Claudius. Laſtly, 
Seneca, in his Books a Philoſapher, havinp 
drawn the Britans unwillingly to borrow «f 
him vaſt ſumms upon faire promiſes of eaf 
loan, and for repayment to take their own 
time, on a ſudden compells them to'pay in al 
at once with great extortion, Thus provok 

by heavieſt ſufferings, and thus invited by op- 
portunities in the abſence of Paulinus, the Ice: 
nians, and by their Example the Trimobante, 
and as many elſe as hated ſervitude, riſe up ii 
Armes. Of theſe enſuing troubles many fore 

going ſignes appear'd: the image of Vidtorit 
at Camalodunum fell down of it ſelf with het 
face turn'd as it were to the Britans ; certaine 
Women in a kind of ecſtalie foretold of Cal 
mities to come; in the Connſel-Houſe wer 
heard by night barbarous noiſes, in the The:

taine, loſothir lives. None might be ſpar 
none ranſttnd; bur taſted all either a preſent 
or a lingring Death ; no crueltle that eithef 
outrage, or the inſolence of ſucceſs putt int 
thir heads, was left nnatted. The Romani 
Wives and Virgins hang'd up all naked, hat 
thir Breaſts cut off; and fow?d to thir mouths; 
that in the grimiteſs of Death they might ſeen 
to eat thir own fleſh ; while the Britans fell tt 
feaſting and carouſing in the Temple of A: 
date thit Goddeſs of Victorie. Suetontus ad- 
ding to his Legion 6ther old Officers, and Soul: 
diers therabout, which gather*d to him, wert 
neer upon ten thouſand ; and purpoſing with 
thoſe not to deferr Battel, had cho&n a plact 
narrow, and notto be overwing'd, on his reat 
a Wood; being well inform'd that his Ene: 
mies were all in Front on a plain unapt for 
ambuſh : the Legionaries ftood thick in order; 
impald with light armed ; the Horſe on e& 
ther Wing. The Britans in Companies and 
Squadrons were every where ſhouting and 
fwarming, ſuch a multitude as at other time 
never ; no leſs reckon'd than 200 and $3o thou 
fand, ſo fierce and confident of Victorie; that 
thir Wives alfo came in Waggons to ſit and 
behold the fport, as they made full account, 
of killing Romans : a folly doubtleſs for the 
ferious Romans to ſmile at, as a ſure tok'n of 
proſpering that day : a Woernan alfo was thir 
Commander in Chief, For Boadiced and het 
Daughters ride aboutin a Chariot, telling the 
tall Champions as -a great ——__ 
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that with the Britans it was uſual for Woemen 
to be thir Leaders. A deal of other fondneſs 
they. put into her mouth, not worth recital ; 
how ſhe was laſhd, how her Daughters were 
handPd, things worthier ſilence, retirement, 
and a Vail, than for a Woeman to repeat, as 
don to hir own perſon, or to hear repeated 


before an hoſt of Men. The Gretk Hiſtorian Dim, 


ſerts her in the fied on a high heap of Turves, 
in a loofe-bodied Gowndeclaiming, a Spear in 


her hand, a Hare in her boſome, which after 


a long circumlocution ſhe was to let flip a- 
mong them for tucks fake, then praying to 
Andate the Britiſh 'Goddeſs, to talk again as 
fondly as before. And this they do out of a 


vanity, hoping, to embelliſh and ſer out thir 
Hiſtorie with the ſtrangeneſs of our manners, 
not careing in the mean while to brand us 
with the rankeſt note of Barbarifm, as if in 
Zritzin Woemen were Men, and Men Woes 
tten. 1 affe& not ſet ſpeeches in a Hiſtorie, 
unleſs known for certain to have bin fo ſpok'n 
in'effe as they are writ'n, nor then, unleſs 
worth rehearſal ; and to invent ſuch, thongh 
Soodentlys as ſom Hiſtorians haye done, isan 
abuſe of poſteritie, raiſing, in them that read, 
other conceptions of thoſe times and perſons 
than were true. I lefs therfore'do I pur 
poke heer or elfewhere to Copie out tedious 
Orations without decorum, . though in thir 
Authors compoy'd ready to my hand. Hither= 
to whit we have heard of Caſſibelan, Togadum- 
ms, YVenuſius, and Cnradacus hath bin full of 
tnagnanimitic, ſoberneſs, and martial skill : 
but

but the truth is, that in this Battel, and whole 
buſineſs, the Britans never more plainly mani- 
feſted themſelves to be right Barbarians ; ng 
rule, no foreſight, no forecaſt, experience of 
eſtimation, either of themſelves or of thir Ene- 


mies ; ſuch confuſion, ſuch impotence, as 


ſeend likeft not to a Warr, but to the wild 
hurrey of a diſtrated Woeman, with as mad 
a Crew at her heeles. Therfore Suetonius con: 
temning thir unruly noiſes, and fierce looks; 
heart®ns his Men but to ſtand cloſe a while; 
and ſtrike manfully this headleſs rabble. that 
ſtood neereſt, thereſt would be a purchaſe, ra- 
ther than a toil. And ſo it fellout; for the Le- 
gion,. when they ſaw thir time, burſting out 
like a violent wedge, quickly broke and diſſi- 


pated what oppos'd them; all elſe held only 


out thir necks to the ſlayer, for thir own Carty 
and Waggons were ſo plac'd by themſelvs, as 
left them-but little room to, eſcape between, 
The Romans ſlew all, Men, Woemen, andthe 
very drawing Horſes lay heap'd along the field 
in a gory mixture of ſlaughter. About fowr- 
ſcore thouſand Britans; are ſaid to have bin 
ſlain on the place z - vf-the Enemy ſcarce 409 
and not: many more wounded, Boadicea poy- 
ſow'd her ſelf, or, as others fay, ſicPn'd and 
dy'd. She was of Stature big and tall, of vi- 
ſage grim and ſtern, harſh of voice, her hair 
of bright-colour flowing-down to her hipps ; 
ſhe wore a. plighted Garment of divers. co- 
lours, with a great gold*n Chain; button'd 0: 


ver all a thick robe. Gildgs calls her the crak; 


tie Lioneſs, - and leaves an ill fame ppon {her 
| dongs, 
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doings. .. Dion ſets down otherwiſe the.order 
of this fight, and that the. field was not -won 
without much diffticultie, nor without inten- 
tion of the Britans to give-another Battel; had 
not the | Death of Bondires come betweene; 
Howbeit Suztonius topreſerve Diſcipline, and 
to diſpatch the reliques of Warr; lodgd with 
all his. Armie in the op'n field z which was 
ſupply*d ont of Germany: with 1000+ Horſe, 
and 10000 Foot ; thence: diſpers'd to Winter, 
and with Incurſions to :waſt thoſe Countries 
that ſtood out. But to the Britans Famine'was 
a worſe affliction ; having left off during this 
uproar, tv till the ground; and made-reckn- 
ing to ſerve themſelves on the Proviſions of 
thir Enemie. Nevertheleſs thoſe Nations that 


were yet untan'd, hearing. of ſome diſcord 
risn between Suctonius and the new Procura-: 


tor Claſſicianns; were brought but ſlowly to 
terms of peace z andthe rigor ugd by Sueto- 
vigs on them that yeilded; taught them the 


better courſe to ſtand on thir defence: For it is 7:ci. vii; 
certaine, that Suetonius, though elſe x worthie Agric. 


man, -over-proud of his Victorie, gave too 
much way to his ariger againſt the Britans; 
Clafſiciantherefore ſending ſuch word to Reon, 


that theſe ſevere proceedings wonld beet an 


endleſs Warr; Polycletus; no Roman but a Cour- 
tier, was ſent by Nero to examin how things 
went: Headmoniſhing Suetoniis to uſe more 
mildneſ$, aw'd the Armiey and to the Britans 
gave mitter of Laughter. Who ſo much ceven 
till then were nurs'd up in thir Native Liber- 
tie, as to wonder that.ſo great a General with 
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_ with peeling and defranding: the Legions: of 


Azric, 
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tis-whole Armie: ſhould: be at the rebuke and 
ordering ofa Court Servitor. But Suctonius:1 
while after. having loſt a few Gallies on the 
ſhoar,:;was bid religne his command! to Petro- 
9165-Turpilianus, who:not amy. Hp Bri- 
tans, nor by them: proyok*d, was ght to 
have pretended: the love of peace to what in- 
deed was his boy _ _ floath. /Trebelliu 
Maximus follow'd his ſteps, uſurping the name 
of,gemle Government to any remiſneſs or 
negle&t. of Diſcipline, which bronght-'in firſt 
licence, nextdifobedience into his Camp; in- 
cens'd againſt him partly for his covetouſneſs, 
pattly-by' the incitement of Roſcius Calius Le 
gat of.a'Legion:z with whom formerly diſ- 
agreeing, now . that Civil: Warr began in the 
Empire, he fell toop'a diſcord ; charging him 
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thir:pay; 'infomuch that. Trebellsus hated, and 
deſerted of the Sopldiers; was content a white 
to: govern by*a-baſe entreaty, and: forc'd at 
length to-flie the-Land,- W hich notwithſtand- 
ing remain'd in good quiet, govery'd by Clu 
and the ather/Legatof'a Legion, both faithful 
to.YItelbus then Emperour 5 who-ſent hither 
Ve&ius:Bolanus ; under whoſe lenity,. though 
not tainted with-other fault, againſt the Bri- 
tans nothing was done,”nor in thir own-Diſci- 
pline reforn?d.

Corn and Tribute that were impos'd ; takes off 
exattions, and the Fees of encroaching Offi- 
cers, heavier than the tribute ir ſelf, For the 
Couritries had bin compelPd before, to ſfitt and 
wait the op'ning of public Granaries, and both 
to ſell and to buy thir Gorn at what rate the 
Publicans thonghr fitt ; the Pourveyers alſo 
commanding when they pleas to bring itin, 
not to the neereſt, bur {ſtill ro the remoteſt 
places, either by the compounding of ſuch as 
would be excus'd, or by cauſing a Dearth, 
where none was, made a particular gain.

Hengiſt at firſt, thongh it fell out perhaps ac- 
cording to the drift, held off, excuſing his 
meaneneſs ; then obſcurely intimating a delire 
and almoſt a neceſſity, by reafon of his aug- 
mented numbers, to have 'his narrow bounds 
of Tanet enlarg*d to the Circuit of Kent, had 
it ſtreit by donation : though Guorangonus till 
then was King ofthat place: and fo, as it were 
overcome by the great munificence of Yorti- 
zern, gave his Daughter. ' And ſtill encroach- 
ing on the Kings favour, got furder leave to 
call over Oca and Ebiſſa, his own and his Bro- 
thers Son; pretending that they, if the North 
were givin them, would fit there as s con- 
tinual defence- againſt the Scots, while himſelf 
guarded the Eaſt. They therefore ſayling with 
forty Ships cev?n to the Orcades, and every 


way curbing the Scots and: PidFs, poſſels'd that Gild. Bede. 
part-of the:He which is now Northumberland, Nim. 


Notwithſtanding this they complain that thir 
monthly pay was grown much into arrear ; 
which when the Britans found means to ſatis- 
fie, though alleging withal] that they to whom 
promiſe was made of wages, were nothing ſo 
many In number, qunieted with this a while, 
bur {till ſecking occation to fall off, they find 
3 fault 
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fault next, that thir pay 1s too ſmall for the 
danger they undergo, threatning op'n Warp 
unleſs it be augmented. Guortimer the King's 
Son. perceaving his Father and the Kingdom 
thus betray'd, from that time hends his utmoſ 
endeavour ta drive them out. They on the 0- 
ther ſide making League with the P:&s and 
Scots, and iſſuing out of Kent, waſted with. 
out reliſtance almoſt the whole Land cevn ta 
the Weſtern Sea, with ſuch a horrid devaſta- 
tion, that Towns and Colomes overturn'd, 
Pricits and People ſlain, Temples and Palaces 
what with Fire and Sword lay altogether heap- 
ed in one mixt ruin, Of all which multitude, 
{o' great was the ſinfullneſs that brought this 
upon them, Gildas adds that few or none were 
likely to be other than lew'd and wicked per- 
ſons. The reſidue of theſe, part overtak'n 
ia the Mountains were lain ; others ſubduwd 
with hunger preferr'd ſlavery before inſtant 
death ; ſom getting to Rocks, Hills and Woods 
inacceſſible, preferr'd the fear and danger of 
any Death before the ſhame of a ſecure ſlave- 
ry ; many fled over Sea into other Countries ; 
Tom into Holland, where yet remain the ruins 
of Brittenburgh, an old Caſtle on the Sea, to 
be feen at low water not far from Lerden ;, ei- 
ther built, as Writers of thir own affirm, or 
ſeis?d on by thoſe Britans in thir eſcape from 
Hengiſt - Others into Armorica, peoplI'd, ay 
ſom think, with Britans long before ; either by 
guift of Conſtantine the Great, or elſe. of 2a 
ximus to thoſe Britiſh Forces which had ſerv'd 
them in Forein Warrs; to whom thoſe a

- where he beat them into thir Ships that bore 
them home, glad to have ſo ſcap'd, and not 
venturing to-Land again for five years after, 
In' the ſpace whereof Guortemir dying, com- 
manded they ſhould bury him in the Port of 
Stonar ; perſwaded that his bones lying there 
would be terror anough to keep the Saxons 
from ever landing in that place : They, ſaith 
Nennius, neglecting his command, buried him 
in Zincoln, But concerning theſe times, antt- 
enteſt Annals of the Saxoxs relate in this man- 
ner. In the year 4.55 Hengiſt and Horſa fought 
againſt Yortigern, in a place calPd Egleſthrip, 
now Ailsford in Kent , where Horſa loſt his 


Amal.Sax. life, of whom Horſted, the place of his burial, 
The King- took name. After this firſt Battel and the 
Os of qeath ofhis Brother, Hengiſt with his Son Eſca 


took on him'Kingly Title, and peopFd Kent 
with Jutes 5 who alſo then or not long after 
oſlels'd the le of Wight, and part of Hamſhire 
ying oppoſite. Two years after in a fight at 
Creganford, or Craford, Hengiſt and his Son flew 
ef the Britans four Chief Commanders, and 
& many thouſand men ; the reſt in great diſ- 
order 
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order flying to Zondon, with- the total loſs of 


Kent, And eight years paſſing between, he 
made new Warr on the Britans; of whom in 


4 Battel at Weppeds-fleot, twelve Princes were 


flain, and Wipped the Saxon Earl, who left his 
name to that place, though not ſufficient to 
dire us where it now ſtands. His laſt en- 
counter was at a place not mention'd, where 
he gave them ſuch an overthrow, that flying 
in. great fear they left the ſpoil of all to thir 
Enemies. And theſe perhaps are the four Bat- 
tels; according to Nennius, fought by Guorte- 
mir, though by theſe Writers far differently 
related 3 and happ'ning, beſides many other 
bickerings, in the ſpace of twenty years, as 
Malmsbury reck'ns. Nevertheleſs it plainly 
appears that the Saxons, by whomſoever, were 
pur to hard ſhifts, being all this while fought 
withall in ent, thir own allotted dwelling, 
and ſomtimes on the very edge of the Sea, 
which the word Wippeds-fleot ſeems to intimar. 
But Guortemir now dead, and gone of courage 
left to defend the Land, Yortigern-either by 
the power of his faction, or by conſent of ay, 
reaſlumes the Government : and Hengift thus 
rid of his grand-oppoſer, hearing gladly the 
reſtorement of his old favourer, returns again 
with great Forces ; but to Yortigern whom he 
well knew how to handle without warring, as 
to his Son-in-Law, now that the only Author 
of diſſention between them was remov'd by 
Death, offers nothing but all terms of new 
league and amity, The King, both for his 
Wives fake and his own fottiſhneſs, confſult- 


ing

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ing alſo with his Peers not unlike himſelf, res 8. 
dily yields; and the place of parly is agree'd 
on; to which either ſide was to repair with- 
out Weapons. Hengiſt, whoſe meaning wa 
not peace but treachery, appointed his men 
to be ſecretly arnvd, and acquainted them to 
what intent. The watch-word was Nemet cow 
Saxes, that is, Draw your Daggers; which they 
obſerving, when the Britans were throughly 
heated with Wine (for the Treaty it ſeems 
was not without Cups.) and provok'd, as was 
plotted, by ſome affront, diſpatch'd with thoſe 
Poniards every one his next man, to the num- 
ber of 309, the chief of thoſe that, could do 
ought againſt him either in Counſel or in Field, 
Yortigern they only bound and kept in Cuſto- 
dy. until he granted them for his ranſom three 
Provinces, which were called afterward Eſſex, 
Suſſex, and Middleſex, Who thus diſmilt, re- 
tiring again: to his ſolitary abode in his Coun- 
try of Grorthigirniaun, ſo: call'd by his name, 
fron therice to the Caſtle of his own building 
in North-W/ales by the River Tiebs ; and liv- 
ing there obſcurely among his Wives, was at 
length burnt. in his Tower by fire from Heav'n, 
at the Prayer, as ſome ſay. of German, but that 
coheres not ;, as others, by. Ambroſuus Aure- 
lian of whom as. we have heardat firſt, he 
ſtood in great fear, and partly for that cauſe 
invited in the Saxous, Who whether by cor 
ſtraint, or of thir own accord, after much mif- 
chief don, moſt of them: returning back into 
thir own Country, left a fair opportunity to 
the Britans of revenging them(elves the caſter 
on 
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on thoſe that ſtaid behind. Repenting there- 
fore, and with earneſt ſupplication imploring 
the BY divine belp to preveut thir final rooting out, 
"Bf they gather from all parts, and under the lead- 
a ing of Ambroſius Aurclianus, a vertnous and 
modeſt man, the laſt heer of Roman ſtock, -ad- 
vancing now onward againſt the late Victors, 
JW defeat them in a memorable Battel, Common 
ly opinion, but grounded chiefly on the Britiſh 
ns F:bles, makes this Ambroſjus to be a younger 
SB Son of that Conſtantine, whoſe eldeſt, as we 
ſe heard, was Conſtance the Monk : who both loſt 
N- FF thir lives abroad uſurping the Empire.

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This is certain, that in a time when moſt of 
the Saxon Forces were departed home, the 
Britans gather'd ſtrength ; and either againſt 
thoſe who were left remaining, or againſt thir 
whole powers, the ſecond time returning oh- 


_ tain'd this Victory. Thus Ambroſe as Chief 


Monarch of the Ile ſucceeded Yortigern ; to 
whoſe third Son Paſcentius he permitted the 
rule of two Regions in Fales,Buclth and Guor- 
thigirniaun, In his daies, ſaith Nennius, the 
Saxons prevaiPd not much : againſt whom 4r- 
thur, as being then Cheif General for the By.

Or out of a Britih Book, the ſame which he of 
Monmouth ſet forth ; utterly unknown to the 
world, till more than 600 years after the daies 
of Arthur, . of whom (as Sigebert in his Chro- 
nicle confeſſes) all other Hiſories were ilent, 
both Forein and Domeſtic, except only that fa- 
bulous Book. Others of later time have ſonght 
toaſſert himby old Legends and Gathedral re- 
geſts. But he who can accept of Legends for 
good ſtory, may quickly ſwell a volume with 
traſh, and had need be furniſt'd with two only 
neceſſaries, leaſure and beleif, whether it be 
the writer, or he that ſhall read; As to Artur, 


' nolefs 8 in doubt who was his Father ; for if 
It be true as Nennius or his Notiſt avers, that 


efrtur was call'd 2fab-Uther, that is to fay; a 
cruel Son, for the fierceneſs that meti ſaw in 
him of a Child; and the intent of his name 4r-

with all his Chivalry could make againſt x

dar*d ſuch an affront, nor he bin ſo long, and 
at laſt witk.our effe@, in revenging it, Conſi- 
dering laſtly. how the Saxons gain*d upon hin 
every where all the time of his ſuppos'd reign, 
which began, -as ſom write, in the tenth year 
of Kerdic, who wrung from him by long wart 
the Countries of Summerſet, and Hamfhire; 
there will remain neither place nor circun- 
ſtance in ſtory, which may adminiſter any 
likelihood of thoſe great Ads that are aſc: 
bed him. This only is alleg'd by Nennw ul 
Artur's behalf, that the Saxons, though vat 
quiſh*r never ſo oft, grew ſtill more numerouſſ 
upon him by continual ſupplies out of Germs 

ny. And the truth is, that valour may bev 
ver-toiPd, and overcom at laſt with endl 
overcoming, But as for this Battell «

in, or beſeig'd, whether by Artur won, « 
whenſoever, it ſeems indeed to have givn1 
.moſt undoubted and important blow to' tit 
Saxons, and to have ſtop'd thir proceeding 
for a good while after. G1ldas himſelf wi 7 
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| fing that the Britans having thus compel'd 


them to fit down with peace, fell thereupon to 
civil diſcord among themſelvs. Which words 
may ſeem to let in ſome light towatd the 
ſearching. out. when this Battel was fought. 
And we {hail find no time fince the firſt Saxor 
Warr, from whence a longer peace enſwd, 
thati from the fight of Kerdics Leage in the 
year 527, which all the Chronicles mention; 
without Vicory to Kerdic; and gave us ar- 
gument from the cuſtom they have of miag- 
nifying thir own deeds upon all occaſions, to 
preſume heer his 11] ſpeeding.

Notwith- 
ſtanding all theſe unlikelihoods of Arturs 
Reign and great Acheivments, -in a narration 
crept in I know not how among the Laws of 
Edward the Confeſſor, Artur the famous King 
of Byitans, is ſaid not only to have expelPd 
hence the Saracens, who were not then known 
in Europe, but to have conquer*d Freeſiand, and 
all the. North-Eaſt Iles as far as Ruſpa, to have 
made Lapland, the Eaſtern bound of his Em» 
pire, and Norway the Chamber of Britan, 
When ſhould this be done? from the Saxons, 
till after twelve Battels, he had no reſt at 
home; after thoſe, the Byitans contented with 
the quiet they had from thir Saxon Enemies, 
were fo far from ſeeking Conqueſts abroad, 
that, by reportof Gildas above cited, they fell 


to Civul Warrs at home. Surely Artur much 


better had made War inold Saxony, to repre 
thir flowing hither, than to have won King- 
doms as far as Ruſha, ſcarce able heer to de- 
fend his own. Buchanan our Neighbour Hiſto- 
rian reprehends him of Monmouth and others 
for fabling in the deeds of Artur, yet what he

Afﬀrighted . with ſuch news, all the 
People fled ; the Countrymen whither they 
could, the Cittizens to a ſmall Illand in Se- 
vern, calPd Beverege, which they fortifi'd and 
defended ſtoutly, till Peace was granted them, 
and freely to return home. But their City 
they found fſack't and burnt ; wherewith the 
King was appeasd. This was commendable 
in him, however cruel to others, that toward 
his half Brethren, though Rivals of his Crown, 
he ſhew?d himſelf alwayes tenderly affeci- 
bn'd; as now towards Edward, who with- 
out fear came to him out of Normandy, and 
yith unfeigned kindneſs receav'd, remain'd 
ffely and honourably in his Court.

not ſafe to ſuffer a Warlike and ſuttle Nation 
to take root in the Land, that theſe were to 
be ſo handPd as none of them might dare for 
the future to flock hither, upon pretence of 
relation to the King ; thereupon by common 
conſent of the Nobles, both Eifred and his 
Company were dealt with as was above re- 
lated ; that they then ſent for Edward out of

One 
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their faithfull intentions to make him King, 
and their deſires not to bring over with him 
many Normans, that Edward at thir call 
came then firſt out of Normandy ; whereas 
all others agree that he came voluntarily over 
to viſit Zardecnutc, as is before ſaid, and was 
remaining in the Court at the time of his 
death. For Hardecnute dead, ſaith Malms-

ther out of the Land, Godwin ſoon appre- 
hending the fair occaſion that now as it were:

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Earl Godwin in haſt is ſent for, the cauſe rela- 
ted and much aggravated by the King againſt 
that City, -the Earl commanded-to raife For- 
ces, and uſe the Cittizens thereof as Enemies, 
Godwin, ſorry to ſee Strangers more favour®d 
of the King than his Native People, anſwer'd, 
that it were better to ſummon kirft the Chief 
Men of the Town into the King's Court, to 
charge them with Sedition, where both Par- 
ties might be heard, that not found in fault 


they might be acquitted, if otherwiſe, by fine 


'or loſs of life might fatisfie the King whoſe 
peace they had brok'n, and the Count whom 
they had injur'd : till this were done refuſe- 
11g to profecute wita hoſtile puniſhment them 
of his own Country unheard, whom his Of- 
fice was rather to defend. The King diſplea- 
fed with his refuſal, and not knowing how to 
compell him, appointed an Aſſembly of all 


. the Peers to be held at Gloſter, where the mat- 


ter might be fully try'd ; the Aſſembly was 
fall and frequent according to ſummons z but 
Godwin miſtruſting his own Cauſe, or the vi- 
olence of his Adverfaries; with his two Sons, 
Swane and Harold, and a great Power gather- 
ed out of his own and his Sons Earldomes, 
which contain*d moſt of the South-Eaſt and 
Weſt parts of England, came no furder than 
. Beverſtan, giving out that their Forces were 
to go againſt the Melſh, who intended an ir- 
ruption into Herefordfhire; and Swane under 
that pretence lay with part of his Army ther- 
about, The Wejh underſtanding this device, 
and with all diligence cleazing D—— 

ore 
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fore the King, left Godwin detected of falſe 
accuſation in great hatred to all the Aſlem- 
bly. Leofric therefore and S:iward Dukes of 
great Power, the former in Mercia, the o- 
ther in all parts beyond Humber, both ever 
faithfull to the King, ſend privily with ſpeed 
to raiſe the Forces of thir Provinces, Which 
Godwin not knowing, ſent boldly to King Ed- 
ward, demanding Count Euſtace and his Fol- 
lowers, together with thoſe Boloignians, who 
as Simeon writes, held a Caſtle in the Juriſ- 
diction of Cantcrbury. The King as then hav- 
ing but little Force at hand, entertain'd him 
a while with treaties and delays, till his ſum- 
mon'd Army drew nigh, then rejeQed his 
demands. Godwin thus match'd, command- 
ed his Sons not to begin fight againſt the 
King ; begun with, not to give ground. The 
Kings Forces were the flower of thoſe Coun- 
ties whence they came, and eager to fall on: 
But Leofric and the wiſer ſort deteſting Civil 
War, brought the matter to this accord, that 
Hoſtages giv*n on either ſide, the whole Cauſe 
ſhould be again debated at London, Thether 
the King and Lords coming with thir Army, 
ſent to Godwin and his Sons (who with their 
Powers were come as far as Southwark) com- 
manding their appearance unarn'd with on- 
ly twelve Attendants, and that the reſt of 
their Souldiers they ſhould deliver over to 
the King.

This anſwer not pleaſing the King, an 
Edi was preſently iſl?d forth, that Godwin 
and his Sons within five dayes depart the 
Land, He who perceav'd now his numbers 
to diminiſh, readly -obey'd, and with his 
Wite and three Soris, Toſti, Swane, and Gyr- 
tha, with as much Treaſure as their Ship 
could carry, embarking at Thorney, fail'd in- 
to Flanders to Earl Baldwin, whoſe Daugh- 
ter Judith Toft had married : for Wulnod his 
fourth Son was then hoſtage to the King in 
Normandy ;, his other two, Harold and Leof- 
win, taking Ship at Briſtow, in a Veſlel that 
lay ready there belonging to Swane, paſgd 
into Ireland. King Edward perſueing his diſ- 
pleaſure, divorc'd his Wite Edith Earl God- 
wins Daughter, ſending her deſpoil'd of all her 
Ornaments to Warewel with one waiting Maid, 
to be kept in cuſtody by his Siſter the Ab- 
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beſs there. His reaſon of ſo doing was as A4falm:5; 


harſh as his a&t, that ſhe only, while her near- 
eſt Relations were in baniſhment, might not, 
though innocent, enjoy eaſe at home.

ſhop fled not till a year after) brings the 
whole ſtory into ſuſpicion, in this more pro- 
bable, if it can be prov'd, that in the memc- 
ry of this deliverance from the Nine burn- 
ing Plow-ſhares, Queen Emma gave to the 
Abbey of Saint Swithune nine Mannors , 
and Biſhop 4lwimn other nine. About this 
time Griffin Prince of South-Wales waſted He- 
refordſhire , to oppoſe whom the People of 
that Country with many Normans, garri{on'd 
in the Caſtle of Hereford, went out in Armes, 
but were put to_the worſe, many flain, and 
much booty driv*n away by the Helſh, Soon 
after which, Harold and Zeofwin, Sons of God- 
»n, coming into Severn with many Ships,” os 
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. | the Confines of Somerſet and Dorſetſhire, ſpoil- 
ed many Villages, and reſiſted by thoſe of So- 
merſet and Devonſhire, ſlew in fight more 
than thirty of thir principal men, many of the 
common ſort, and return'd with much booty 


made ready above ſixty Ships at Sandwich 
| well ſtor?d with men and proviſion, under the 
Condutt of Odo and Radulf two of his Norman 
Kindred, enjoyning them to find out Godwin, 
whom he heard to. be at Sea. To quick'n 
them, he himſelf lay on ſhip-board, oft-times 
watch'd and faiPd up and down in ſearch of 
thoſe Pirats. But Godwin, whether in a miſt, 
or by other accident, paſling by them, arri- 
ved in another part of Kent, and diſperſing 
ſecret meſſengers abroad, by fair words allu- 
red the Chief Men of Kent, Suſſex, Surrey, and 
Eſſex to his Party ; which news coming to the 
Kings Fleet at Sandwich, they haſted to find 
him out 3 but miſſing of him again, came up 
without effe&t to London. Godwin adyertis'd 
of this, forthwith faiPd to the Ile of W:ght ; 
where at length his two Sons Harold and LZe- 
ofwin finding him, with thir united Navy lay 
on the Coaſt, forbearing other hoſtility than 
to furniſh themſelves with freſh victual from 
Land as they needed. Thence as one Fleet 
they ſet forward to Sandwich, uſing all fair 
means, by the way to encreaſe their numbers 
both of Mariners, and Souldiers. The King 
then at Zondon, ſtartÞFd at theſe tydings, gave 
ſpeedy order to raiſe Forces in all parts which 
had not revolted from him ; but now too hive,

for Godwin within a few dayes after with his 
Ships or Gallies came up the River Thames to 
Southwark, and till the Tide return'd had con- 
ference with the Zondoners 3 whom by fair 
ſpeeches, for he was held a good Speaker in 
thoſe times, he brought to his bent.

Robert 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, William of London, 
UIf of Lincoln, all Normans, hardly eſcaping 
with thir followers, got to Sea, The Arch- 
biſhop went with his complaint to Rome 3 but 

returning, 
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returning, dy*d in /Vormandy at the ſame Mo- 
naſterie from whence ,he .came. Osbern and 
Hugh ſurrender'd thir Caſtles, and by permiſ- 
fion of LZeofric paſs?d through his Countries 
with thir Normans to Macbeth King of Scot- 
land,, The year following Rbeſe Brother t9 1053« 
Griffin, Prince of South-MWales, who by inrodes Sim. Dun, 
had done much damage to the Engliſh, tak®n 
at Bulendun, was put to death by the King's 
appointment; and his head brought to him at 
Gloſter. The fame year at Wincheſter on the 
ſecond holy-day of Eaſter, Earl Godwin fitting 
with the King at Table, ſunk down ſuddenly 
in his ſeat as dead : his three Sons Harold, 
Toſti, and Gytba, forthwith carried him into 
J the Kings Chamber, wy he might revive:
